She  also 
presented  the  special  guests,  the  Christian  Social  Relations  secretaries,  Mrs. 
O.  A.  Buckingham  from  Baton  Rouge  District  and  Mrs.  S.  T.  Spates  from 
the  Lake  Charles  District,  and  Miss  Shiela  Nuttall,  a deaconess  who  formerly 
worked  in  Louisiana  Conference,  and  who  has  returned  to  work  again  in 
the  Conference. 

The  President,  Mrs.  C.  I.  Jones,  reported  attending  the  Jurisdictional 
Convocation  in  Ft.  Worth,  also  two  Board  meetings  held  in  Ft.  W’orth;  she 
reported  the  work  of  the  Woman’s  Society  at  the  Annual  Conference;  at- 
tended the  Jurisdiction  School  of  Missions  at  Mt.  Sequoyah;  the  Con- 
ference School  of  Missions  at  Centenary  College,  where  she  conducted  the 
president’s  clinic  and  assisted  in  the  Status  of  Women  workshop;  attended  the 
Board  of  Missions  meeting  in  Alexandria,  also  the  Conference  of  Town  and 
Country,  and  the  Commission  of  Town  and  Country. 

The  Treasurer,  Mrs.  J.  H.  McSween,  reported  a balance  on  hand  of 
$35,882.35  at  the  end  of  the  first  quarter. 

Promotion  secretary,  Mrs.  Lee  Tidwell:  In  the  absence  of  Mrs.  Tidwell, 
due  to  illness,  Mrs.  J.  T.  Eubank  read  her  report,  which  showed  a member- 
ship in  the  Woman’s  Society  at  the  end  of  the  first  quarter  of  12,797;

The  Recording  Secretary,  Mrs.  Elmer  E.  Stewart:  The  secretary  reported. 
(See  Annual  Report). 

It  was  moved  by  Mrs.  Geo.  E.  Powell,  and  seconded,  that  two  copies  of 
the  Annual  Report  for  this  quadrennium  be  bound,  after  the  1956  issue  is 
printed,  and  one  copy  be  placed  in  the  library  at  Centenary  College  and 
one  copy  be  furnished  the  Conference  president,  Carried. 

A message  from  Mrs.  L.  B.  Kilpatrick  was  read  by  the  secretary,  regretting 
her  absence  and  that  she  could  not  continue  in  office. 

Mrs.  Jones  announced  that  the  Administrative  Committee  had  contacted 
Mrs.  C.  B.  McEachern  of  Shreveport  and  had  obtained  her  consent  to  have 
her  name  presented  as  the  successor  to  Mrs.  Kilpatrick  in  the  office  of  vice- 
president.  It  was  unanimously  ratified  by  the  committee. 

Mrs.  Goldthwait  presented  the  report  of  the  special  committee  appointed 
at  the  called  session  of  the  committee  to  submit  recommendations  concerning 
the  officers  annual  reports  and  recommendations.  After  explanation,  the  vote 
was  deferred  until  tomorrow. 

Secretary  of  Missionary  Education  and  Service,  Mrs.  Robley  Davis:  She 
reported  on  the  School  of  Missions  and  the  Seminars;  that  eight  missionaries 
and  nationals  were  present  at  the  School  of  Missions;  that  the  total  en- 
rollment was  236  with  212  credits  issued;  that  there  were  234  societies 
represented  at  the  Seminars,  with  1215  women  in  attendance. 

The  offerings  amounted  to  $345.68.  The  School  of  Missions  finance  report 
showed  a deficit  of  $8.39.  It  was  moved  by  Mrs.  Dunbar  and  seconded  and 
carried  that  the  Conference  assume  the  indebtedness.

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Mrs.  Goldthwait  gave  a brief  bird’s  eye  view  of  the  past  eight  years’ 
accomplishments  of  her  office,  since  she  is  completing  her  term  of  office 
this  year.  She  announced  a Workshop  on  “World  Understanding”  to  be  held 
in  January,  the  exact  date  to  be  announced  later.  The  special  guests  for 
this  meeting  will  be  women  from  Uruguay,  Japan  and  India.  It  is  planned 
that  the  meeting  be  held  in  MacDonell  Methodist  Center  at  Houma. 

As  an  added  part  of  her  report,  Mrs.  Goldthwait  called  on  Mrs.  R.  O. 
Coorpender  for  a report  of  the  meeting  she  attended  in  Kansas  City  as  a rep- 
resentative of  this  Conference. 

Mrs.  Coorpender  was  very  grateful  for  this  opportunity.  She  was  one 
of  16  from  our  Jurisdiction.  The  Theme  was  “The  Christian  Woman  Under- 
standing her  World.”  There  were  discussions  in  small  groups  on  this  and 
related  subjects. 

Student  Work,  Mrs.  D.  W.  Poole:  Mrs.  Poole  reported  980  blue  cards 
sent  to  various  schools  a the  beginning  of  this  term,  which  is  more  than  ever 
before;  that  the  Wesley  Foundation  at  Louisiana  Tech  is  occupying  a new 
building;  that  Southeastern  is  beginning  a campaign  to  build  a new  building. 
She  also  reported  her  recent  attendance  at  an  Alcohol  Seminar,  held  at 
Fontainebleau  State  Park,  near  Mandeville.  It  was  an  interracial  meeting, 
was  well  attended  and  showed  progress. 

The  president  appointed  Mrs.  J.  T.  Eubank  and  Mrs.  W.  C.  McDonald 
to  approve  the  Minutes.  Items  concerning  the  coming  Jurisdiction  meeting 
were  presented  by  Mrs.  Stewart,  after  which  the  committee  adjourned  to 
meet  at  8:30  Wednesday  morning. 

WEDNESDAY  MORNING  SESSION 

The  Committee  reconvened  at  8:45  a.  m.  in  Fellowship  Hall.  Mrs.  W. 
W.  Paxton  led  the  devotions,  using  a hymn,  prayer  and  a legend  on  opening 
the  gate  to  a happy  life.  We  learned  that  Love  is  the  Key.  She  said  “It 
isn’t  what  you  would  do  if  you  had  a million  dollars,  but  what  you  do 
with  the  $1.25  you  have  in  your  pocket.”  Mrs.  Roblev  Davis  closed  the  period 
with  prayer. 

Secretary  of  Missionary  Personnel,  Mrs.  James  T.  Harris:  Mrs.  Harris 
shared  her  recent  trin  to  Dallas  with  the  Committee,  where  she  participated 
in  a meeting  of  Conference  secretaries  of  Missionary  Personnel.  With  one 
exception,  ail  conferences  of  the  South  Central  Jurisdiction  were  repre- 
sented. The  meeting  was  called  to  discuss  the  extreme  shortage  in  missionary 
personnel  and  to  seek  means  to  improve  it. 

She  reported  that  Patsy  Alexander  is  rejoicing  in  her  work  at  Crandon 
Institute,  Montevideo,  Uruguay;  that  Jo  Ann  Richardson  of  Raton  Rouge 
is  working  as  a US-2  at  the  Centenary  Methodist  Institute  in  Nashville;  that 
Stella  Lowe  of  Minden,  also  a US-2,  has  been  assigned  to  work  in  Illinois;  that 
Martha  Caldwell  of  West  Monroe,  is  teaching  at  one  of  the  Division  institutions 
in  Tennessee;  that  Dr.  and  Mrs.  Jimmie  Lowrey  of  Baton  Rouge  are 
training  for  full  time  medical  missionaries  at  the  Methodist  Hospital  in 
Dallas. 

A general  discussion  of  Career  Clinics  followed,  with  related  topics. 

Secretary  of  Youth  Work,  Mrs.  W.  F.  Manning,  Jr.:  Mrs.  Manning 
said  that  one  District  Youth  secretary  attended  the  National  Convocation  of 
Youth,  at  Purdue  University,  in  the  summer.  She  mentioned  that  most  of 
her  report  had  been  covered  by  the  Student  and  Missionary  Personnel  sec- 
retaries. 

Mrs.  Chas.  F.  Goldthwait  spoke  regarding  District  Workshops  on  Chris- 
tian Social  Relations. 

The  chairman  of  the  Constitution  and  by-laws  committee,  Mrs.  L.  B. 
Kilpatrick,  having  resigned,  Mrs.  Chas.  F.  Goldthwait  was  elected  to  suc- 
ceed her. 
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COFFEE  BREAK 

A delightful  coffee  break  followed,  which  gave  the  committee  much 
needed  rest.  After  the  coffee  break,  the  standing  committees  met. 

COMMITTEE  REPORTS 

The  Constitution  and  By-Laws  Committee,  Mrs.  C.  F.  Goldthwait, 
Chairman.  This  committee  recommends  the  following  changes  in  the  by-laws:

LUNCHEON 

At  tastily  decorated  tables,  the  Crowley  Society  served  a bountiful  lunch 
which  made  a pleasant  interlude. 

Invocation  was  offered  by  Rev.  Louis  Hoffpauir,  pastor  of  the  Crowley 
Church. 

Following  the  meal,  the  Secretary  of  Spiritual  Life  Cultivation,  Mrs. 
W.  W.  Paxton,  made  her  report.  Her  summer  activities  included  attendance 
at  the  Jurisdictional  School  of  Missions  at  Mt.  Sequoyah;  Conference 
School  of  Missions  at  Centenary  College,  where  she  conducted  the  Spiritual 
Life  Clinic  and  Workshop,  as  well  as  taught  the  Spiritual  Life  Course  in 
the  school. 

Great  interest  was  aroused  when  she  spoke  of  her  work  with  the  sick 
and  needy,  and  using  Bishop  Kern’s  “Endless  Life.”  She  also  made  mention 
of  the  use  of  Prayer  Boxes  in  her  Society. 

Motion  was  made  by  Mrs.  Tackaberry,  and  seconded  that  Conference 
officers  send  their  quarterly  letters  direct  to  each  member  of  the  Executive 
Committee,  instead  of  depending  on  their  respective  District  officers  to  do  it. 
Carried. 

Mrs.  Jones  thanked  the  ladies  who  served  the  meal,  after  which  the 
committee  was  dismissed. 

WEDNESDAY  AFTERNOON  SESSION 

The  Committee  reconvened  at  1:15  P.  M. 

Miss  Shiela  Nuttall,  Deaconess.  Miss  Nuttall  reported  on  her  new  work 
in  St.  Tammany  Larger  Parish,  describing  the  working  of  a parish  with  ten 
churches.  She  is  stationed  at  LaCombe. 

Secretary  of  Children’s  Work,  Mrs.  S.  E.  Richardson:  There  has  been 
an  increase  in  the  number  of  Children’s  secretaries,  with  242  reporting  last 
quarter.  More  churches  are  using  Methodist  Literature,  and  less  David  C. 
Cook;  there  has  been  a substantial  increase  in  giving  to  missions:  there 
were  186  Vacation  Church  Schools  this  year.  She  also  reported  helping  with 
the  Seminar  and  Workshop. 

Secretary  of  Supply  Work,  Mrs.  Geo.  E.  Powell:  In  the  conference 
year  1954-1955  Supply  Work  average  81%  reporting,  with  only  one  Dis- 
trict reporting  100%,  which  was  New  Orleans.  Our  total  giving  to  Supply 
Work  for  1954-55  was  $13.92  less  than  last  year.  Total  cash  giving  to  the 
foreign  field  $1314.32  more;  to  the  home  field  $977.39  more.  This  is  largely 
due  to  definite  askings  assigned  to  the  societies.  The  per  capita  giving  was 
$1.20  this  year. 

Coupons  for  St.  Marks’  camp  project  are  not  coming  in  as  rapidly  as 
hoped.  The  active  support  of  the  group  was  asked. 

Secretary  of  Literature  and  Publications,  Mrs.  Wideman  Watson:  The 
first  quarter  four  Districts  were  100%  in  reporting:  Lafayette,  Lake  Charles, 
New  Orleans  and  Huston.  Fifty-one  societies  reported  every  officer  a sub- 
scriber to  the  Methodist  Woman;  to  the  World  Outlook  11,  New  Orleans 
leading  with  13  societies. 
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The  total  number  of  subscriptions  to  Methodist  Woman  3,961;  to  the 
World  Outlook  1676. 

The  sale  of  books  at  School  of  Missions  amounted  to  $738.23.  Mailed 
sample  packets  of  Week  of  Prayer  material  to  all  local  societies  and  Guild 
units  at  a total  expense  of  $12.48. 

Secretary  of  Status  of  Women,  Mrs.  A.  F.  Hanson:  Reported  attending 
Jurisdiction  School  of  Missions;  Conference  School  of  Missions,  and  con- 
ducted the  Status  of  Women  Clinic  and  Workshop.  Local  secretaries  re- 
porting were  194  out  of  198,  the  first  Quarter. 

COFFEE  BREAK 

A brief  rest  and  a cup  of  coffee  was  a welcome  interlude.  Work  was 
resumed  after  a brief  period.  Mrs.  Goldthwait,  offered  prayer. 

Mrs.  P.  D.  Lambert,  Jr.  and  Mrs.  Robert  Compton,  who  represented 
the  Conference  Woman’s  Society  at  the  National  Council  of  Town  and 
Country  Work  reported  an  interesting  meeting.  Mrs.  Lambert  told  something 
of  the  organization  and  its  work.  Mrs.  Compton  told  about  the  fifty  million 
churches  in  the  country  that  were  abandoned,  or  nearly  so.  They  discussed 
the  question  whether  would  it  be  cheaper  to  clean  them  up  or  to  build  new 
ones.  She  described  the  Sunday  of  the  meeting  when  teams  went  to  all  nearby 
churches  and  held  services. 

The  Finance  Committee  Report: 

The  report  was  read  by  Mrs.  Paul  Lasseigne  as  follows: 

The  Finance  committee  recommend: 

1.  That  the  pledge  to  missions  to  the  Woman’s  Division  of  Christian 
Service  for  the  year  1956-57  be  $96,000.00  including  a supplementary  gift 
to  Miss  Elizabeth  Thompson  of  $345.00. 

2.  That  the  District’s  pledge  to  Conference  be  $105,000.00. 

3.  That  the  budget  of  Conference  School  of  Missions  be  increased 

$100.00. 

4.  That  an  adding  machine  be  purchased  for  the  use  of  the  Con- 
ference treasurer. 

5.  That  part  or  all  of  the  $200.00  budgeted  for  Christian  Career  Clinic 
be  used  if  needed  to  start  a youth  group  at  the  School  of  Missions  next 
summer.  The  money  to  be  used  for  this  purpose  only  if  societies  are  unable 
to  finance  their  local  youth  representative. 

Motion  was  made  by  Mrs.  McSween  and  seconded  that  the  recom- 
mendations be  adopted,  Carried. 

A request  has  come  from  the  Woman’s  Division  treasurer  to  seek  the 
reaction  of  the  women  to  a unified  budget  of  cultivation  funds.  A motion 
was  made  by  Mrs.  Coorpender  and  seconded  that  she  be  notified  that  the 
Louisiana  Conference  Society  prefers  the  funds  be  handled  as  they  are 
at  present.  If  a subsidy  is  needed  in  any  District  the  Conference  will  assist 
the  needy  District.  Carried. 

The  District  Presidents  and  Promotion  Secretaries  report  was  read  by 
Mrs.  F.  C.  Haley.  This  committee  recommends  that: 

1.  The  presidents  and  Promotion  secretaries  of  the  District  meet  on 
Tuesday  afternoon  of  the  Jurisdiction  Conference  and  assemble  packets  of 
officers  recommendations,  to  be  channeled  to  the  Districts  at  District 
meetings. 

2.  A Conference-wide  officers  Training  Day  be  held  in  Alexandria  in 
May  from  10:00  a.m.  to  2:00  p.  m.  The  date  to  be  selected. 

3.  The  Conference  vice-president  send  suggestions  from  her  program 
committee  to  the  presidents  of  the  Districts,  planning  the  Zone  meetings. 
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4.  We  itinerate  a speaker  for  the  District  meetings  this  Spring,  pre- 
ferably beginning  the  first  week  after  Easter,  that  is  the  first  week  in  April. 

Motion  made  by  Mrs.  Haley  and  seconded  that  they  be  adopted.  Carried. 

Mrs.  Wideman  Watson,  Program  Chairman  for  the  Annual  Meeting:  She 
read  a resume  of  the  program  as  planned. 

It  was  recommended  that  the  following  persons  attend  the  C.S.R.  Seminar 
on  World  Understanding,  to  be  held  in  Dallas  the  first  of  November;  the 
president,  secretaries  of  Christian  Social  Relations,  Literature  and  Publications, 
Spiritual  Life,  and  Missionary  Education.  Motion  was  made  by  Mrs. 
McSween,  seconded  and  carried. 

Motion  made  by  Mrs.  Goldthwait  and  seconded  that  if  needed  $50.00 
be  taken  from  the  Christian  Social  Relations  Fund  to  bear  the  expenses  of 
a delegate  to  the  Dallas  meeting  from  the  Central  Jurisdiction.  Carried. 

The  following  were  named  as  alternates:  To  the  meetings  in  Dallas: 
Mrs.  A.  F.  Hanson,  Mrs.  E.  N.  Jackson,  and  Mrs.  S.  P.  Spates. 

The  president  appointed  a resolutions  committee  consisting  of  Mrs.  A. 
F.  Hanson  and  T.  M.  Ellis. 

Motion  was  made  by  Mrs.  F.  C.  Haley  and  seconded  that  the  expense 
of  one  car  from  each  District,  to  the  Seminar  at  McDonell  Methodist  Center, 
or  wherever  the  meeting  is  held,  be  paid  by  the  Conference  and  that  the 
Districts  pay  for  the  meals  of  the  persons  who  attend  from  their  Districts. 
Carried. 

It  was  suggested  that  these  persons  be  the  president,  Promotion 
secretary,  Christian  Social  Relations  secretary  and  any  other  who  can  go. 

This  completed  the  business  and  the  Committee  adjourned  for  dinner. 

DINNER 

Another  delicious  dinner  was  served  by  the  Crowley  Society  to  the 
Committee.  The  blessing  was  asked  by  Rev.  Louis  Hoffpauir.  Following 
the  meal,  Mrs.  Jones  thanked  the  Circle  who  served  it. 

The 
president  read  a special  delivery  letter  from  Mrs.  Minza  Rabun,  secretary  of 
the  Wesleyan  Service  Guild,  which  she  had  just  received,  enclosing  the 
Guild  report. 

The  question  of  Miss  Alexa  McCain’s  support  or  pension  was  discussed. 
The  president  was  directed  to  write  a letter  to  the  Emergency  Pension 
Board  asking  that  they  review  her  case. 

A circle  of  prayer  was  formed  about  the  altar,  and  after  a season 
of  prayer,  the  Committee  stood  adjourned.

Mrs.  G.  W.  Dameron,  a member  of  the  Board  of  Missions  was  pre- 
sented. She  spoke  concerning  the  Woman’s  Division  and  some  changes  in  the 
pattern  of  work  the  coming  quadrennium.  She  mentioned  that  with  the  ex- 
ception of  the  treasurer,  there  will  be  only  three  reports  a year,  and  an  Annual 
report  from  those  officers  who  need  it.  The  reports  will  be  a Fall,  Winter,  and 
June.  She  urged  the  delegates  to  order  new  report  books. 

Also  that  the  District  president  will  be  the  only  voting  members  of 
the  Conference  Executive  Committee;  that  Missionary  Projects  will  no  longer 
be  known  by  that  name.  A secretary  of  Missionary  Service  in  the  Conference 
and  Districts  may  be  elected  in  the  new  quadrennium. 

That  probably  Local  Church  Activities  will  be  removed  from  Christian 
Social  Relations,  and  the  duties  of  that  office  assumed  by  the  secretary  of 
Promotion. 

Mrs.  Chas.  F.  Goldthwait,  chairman  of  the  committee  on  Constitution 
and  by-laws  brought  suggested  changes  approved  by  the  Executive  Committee: 

Art.  1,  p.  88.  Delete  the  part  of  the  first  sentence  after  comma  making 
it  read  “Officers  shall  be  elected  biennially  for  a term  of  four  years”.  Add 
“No  officer  may  immediately  succeed  herself  in  the  same  office,  with  the 
exception  of  the  treasurer,  who  may  be  elected  one  additional  term.  The  term 
of  office  of  all  officers  shall  begin  June  1.  The  outgoing  officer  shall  make  the 
annual  report.” 

Art.  II,  Sec.  2.  Delete  present  section  and  substitute  “When  three 
years  or  more  of  an  unexpired  term  of  office  is  filled  in  a Conference 
office  it  shall  constitute  a full  term  of  office.” 

Art.  Ill,  Sec.  1.  Second  paragraph.  Make  by-laws  agree  with  that  of 
the  Division,  as  follows  “The  Executive  Committee  of  the  Conference  shall 
be  the  co-ordinating  group  for  the  total  educational  and  promotional  pro- 
gram in  the  conference,  and  shall  determine  the  officer  responsible  for 
publicity  in  the  press.” 

Art.  Ill,  Sec.  2.  Change  this  to  read  “There  shall  be  an  Administrative 
Committee  composed  of  the  president,  who  shall  be  chairman,  the  vice- 
president,  the  recording  secretary,  the  treasurer,  and  the  secretary  of  Pro- 
motion and  Status  of  Women  and  the  Chairman  of  the  Research  Committee. 
This  committee  shall  have  the  power  to  serve  as  an  Ad  Interim  Committee.” 

Art.  IV,  Sec.  3.  Change  first  sentence  to  read  “Sixty  cents  per  member 
shall  be  set  aside  for  a cultivation  fund,  membership  to  be  based  on  enroll- 
ment as  of  the  end  of  the  fourth  quarter  of  the  preceding  year.” 
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Art.  V,  Sec.  2.  Add  “One  year  or  more  of  an  unexpired  term  shall  con- 
stitute a full  term,  with  privilege  of  re-election.  The  term  of  all  officers 
shall  begin  June  1.  The  outgoing  officer  shall  make  the  annual  report.” 
Change  the  last  sentence  in  this  paragraph  to  read  “The  District  Society 
shall  determine  the  method  of  election  of  its  officers.” 

Art.  VI,  Sec.  8.  Delete  completely,  and  substitute  the  following: 

(a)  “An  Advisory  Committee  shall  be  set  up  to  help  in  planning  and 
interpreting  the  work  in  the  conference  where  there  are  one  or  more  Rural 
Work  Projects.  It  shall  be  composed  of  the  president  of  the  Conference 
Society,  the  secretary  of  Missionary  Education,  the  chairman  of  the  Board 
of  Missions  of  the  Annual  Conference,  the  Executive  Secretary  of  the  Board 
of  Education,  the  chairman  of  the  Town  and  Country  Commission,  the  Dis- 
trict Superintendents  of  Districts  in  which  Rural  Workers  are  located,  and 
one  or  more  member-at-large.  The  Executive  Secretary  of  the  Town  and 
Country  Bureau  of  the  Woman’s  Division  shall  be  an  ex-officio  member  of 
the  committee.  While  the  committee  may  make  recommendations,  the  actual 
decision  as  to  the  area  in  which  the  Rural  Worker  shall  serve  rests  with 
the  Conference  Executive  Committee  of  the  Woman’s  Society  of  Christian 
Service.  The  Rural  Deaconess  shall  report  quarterly  to  the  Rural  Advisory 
Committee,  who  shall  direct  her  work. 

(b)  There  shall  be  a set  up  in  each  District  where  there  is  a Rural 
Worker  a.  District  Advisory  sub-committee,  composed  of  the  members  of  the 
Conference  Advisory  Committee  residing  in  the  District,  and  any  additional 
members  which  the  Conference  Advisory  Committee  may  wish  to  add.  The 
sub-committee  shall  recommend  to  the  Executive  Committee  of  the  Con- 
ference the  advisability  of  continuing  each  worker  in  the  District.” 

Art.  VI,  Sec.  13.  To  conform  with  the  by-laws  of  the  Division,  add 
“There  shall  be  a committee  on  Annual  Meeting  Program,  composed  of  the 
president,  the  vice-president,  the  recording  secretary  and  such  other  mem- 
bers as  may  be  needed.  The  committee  shall  elect  its  chairman  annually.” 

Art.  VII,  Sec.  1.  Strike  out  the  word  “Typed”  so  that  it  shall  read 
“and  copies  shall  be  made  for  distribution  to  the  delegates.”

Transfer  from  the  Standing  Rules  for  Local  Societies  rules  Nos.  9,  10,  11, 
15  and  16  to  Standing  Rules  for  the  Conference,  renumbering  each  list. 

Mrs.  Goldthwait  moved  the  adoption,  was  seconded  and  carried. 

Mrs.  T.  Haller  Jackson,  general  chairman  of  the  Conference,  made  an- 
nouncements relative  to  luncheon. 

Mrs.  Sam  B.  Dunbar,  secretary  of  Supply  Work  for  the  South  Central 
jurisdiction,  presented  the  Conference  Workers,  each  of  whom  spoke  briefly 
concerning  their  work.  Those  presented  were:  Miss  Ann  Adams  of  North- 
western State  College  Wesley  Foundation;  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Carl  Brunson  of 
Dulac  Indian  Mission;  Miss  Hazel  Cooper  of  Business  Girls  Inn,  Shreveport; 
Miss  Anne  Coucoules,  MacDonell  Methodist  Center;  Miss  Fae  Daves  and 
Miss  Carolyn  Grisham,  St.  Marks  Community  Center;  Miss  Pearlye  Maye 
Kelley  of  Louisiana  Tech.  Wesley  Foundation;  Miss  Shiela  Nuttall  and  Miss 
Elizabeth  Thompson  Rural  Workers  in  Louisiana;  Rev.  Robert  Parrott  of 
Wesley  Foundation,  Southwestern  Louisiana  Institute,  and  Miss  Lelia  Robinson 
of  Sager  Brown  Home  and  Godwin  School,  Baldwin. 

The  hymn  “Awake,  Awake  to  Love  and  Work,”  was  sung. 

“Growth  through  the  Districts”  was  presented  by  Mrs.  Lee  Tidwell, 
Conference  secretary  of  Promotion,  assisted  by  the  District  secretaries  of 
Promotion:  Mrs.  C.  W.  Tebow,  Mrs.  T.  M.  Ellis,  Mrs.  Geo.  H.  Thomas, 
Mrs.  L.  H.  Cashen,  Mrs.  Carl  Gallaher,  Mrs.  E.  N.  Jackson,  Mrs.  F.  C. 
Haley,  and  Mrs.  W.  C.  McDonald.  They  emphasized  the  “Sixteenth  Anni- 
versary” of  the  society,  comparing  it  to  that  of  a sixteen  year  old  girl. 
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The  Conference  society  now  has  15,252  members  in  328  societies.  Special 
recognition  was  given  the  three  Districts  with  100%  organization:  Lake 
Charles.  Ruston  and  Shreveport. 

This  being  the  year  for  the  election  of  six  delegates  to  the  South  Cen- 
tral Jurisdiction,  it  was  explained  that  three  are  elected  by  office:  the 
president,  the  treasurer,  and  the  secretary  of  Promotion.  Mrs.  George  Sexton, 
Research  chairman,  presented  seven  names  for  the  three  delegates  to  be 
elected  by  name.  Ballot  was  spread,  which  resulted  in  the  election  of  Mrs. 
G.  W.  Pomeroy,  Mrs.  Maurice  Tatum  and  Mrs.  J.  T.  Harris  as  the  delegates, 
and  Mrs.  J.  C.  Whitaker,  Mrs.  Wideman  Watson,  Mrs.  D.  W.  Poole,  and 
Mrs.  A.  F.  Hanson  as  alternates. 

A meeting  place  for  1957  was  called  for.  Invitation  was  offered  by 
Mrs.  D.  O.  Cardwell  to  come  to  First  Church  Alexandria  next  year,  which 
was  unanimously  accepted. 

Mrs.  W.  M.  Ledbetter,  chairman  of  courtesies  presented  honored  guests, 
pastors  and  pastors’  wives. 

The  quiet  hour  was  introduced  by  a vocal  solo  “Lord  I Want  to  Be 
a Christian”  sung  by  Miss  Sue  Sandlin  of  Centenary  College.  Mrs.  Dana 
Dawson,  wife  of  the  Bishop  of  the  Kansas  Area  was  presented,  who  used 
as  her  subject  “Going  on  to  Perfection,”  or  “What  Kind  of  a Christian  Are 
You”?  She  said  “most  speakers  have  only  one  message.  They  just  dress  it 
in  different  words.”  She  brought  out  that  there  are  Christians  who  are  just 
church  members,  and  there  are  those  who  love  their  church,  and  seek 
to  improve  their  standing  and  that  of  those  around  them.  She  dismissed 
the  congregation  with  prayer. 


LUNCHEON 

At  beautifully  appointed  tables,  the  delegates  and  guests  were  served 
a delicious  meal.  The  invocation  was  given  by  Bishop  Paul  Martin.  Bishop 
of  the  Louisiana-Arkansas  area.  Mrs.  C.  B.  McEachern,  vice-president  pre- 
sided. During  the  meal  Mrs.  McEachern  presented  for  the  Conference 
honorary  membership  pins  to  retiring  officers  who  had  served  one  term. 
They  were  Mrs.  L.  B.  Kilpatrick,  Mrs.  Geo.  E.  Powell,  and  Mrs.  E.  E. 
Stewart.  A Life  Patron  membership  was  presented  to  Mrs.  Chas.  F.  Goldthwait 
who  was  completing  an  eight  year  term. 

Vocal  solos  were  sung  by  Miss  Iris  Reaves,  accompanied  by  Mr.  Jim 
Lamberson.  Mrs.  McEachern  then  presented  Mrs.  Harold  Soulen,  vice- 
president  of  the  South  Central  Jurisdiction,  who  spoke  briefly  of  the  World 
Federation  of  Methodist  Women.  She  told  her  listeners  that  this  was  a 
friendship  group  that  crosses  the  barriers  of  race  and  geography.

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PRESIDENT'S  MISSIONARY  MESSAGE 

One  of  the  greatest  privileges  which  comes  to  church  women,  many 
agree,  is  the  opportunity  of  seeing  the  work  of  the  church  in  action.  Miss 
Marian  Derby,  Executive  Secretary  of  Latin  America,  was  speaking  recently 
of  Missionaries.  There  are  many  kinds  she  stated.  There  are  those  highly 
privileged  people  who  dedicate  themselves  as  full-time  Christian  workers 
and  are  commissioned  by  a Bishop  at  what  is  always  spoken  of  as  the  most 
impressive  of  all  services  of  the  Board  of  Missions,  or  regarded  as  the  climax 
of  the  Assembly  of  Women’s  Division  of  Christian  Service. 

The  Executive  Secretaries  are  called  Missionaries.  Many  of  them 
have  been  commissioned  and  active  on  the  field.  May  I describe  them  as 
the  best  experts  we  can  find  to  carry  on  the  work  of  the  church.  They  go 
out  to  undergird,  and  incidentally  they  teach  us  all  they  can  about  missions. 

Then  the  Bishops  are  sent  as  Missionaries  carrying  evangelistic  messages 
with  love  and  inspiration  to  the  foreign  fields.  And  now  the  lay  person  is 
termed  a missionary,  especially  when  he  or  she  travels  to  foreign  countries 
and  visits  the  work  of  the  World  Division  of  the  Church  Institutions  of  the 
Woman’s  Division. 

Some  of  our  students  attending  the  Athens  Conference,  returned  telling 
that  they  had  been  impressed  with  the  idea  that  they  must  accept  the 
responsibility  of  each  one  thinking  of  himself  as  a missionary  in  every 
day  life. 

It  was  an  especial  privilege  to  be  invited  to  attend  the  Brazil  General 
Conference  in  Rio  de  Janiero  and  to  meet  Bishop  and  Mrs.  Ivan  Lee  Holt 
there  in  order  to  visit  our  work  in  Latin  America.  Four  different  Sundays, 
I heard  the  Bishop  preach  in  Methodist  Churches  widely  separated  by  thou- 
sands of  miles.  In  the  tradition  of  John  Wesley,  Bishop  Holt  has  preached  in 
many  places.  Air  travel  has  made  circuit  riding  different  than  in  Wesley’s 
time  in  the  eighteenth  century.  Bishop  Holt,  who  recently  received  the 
citation  of  the  “Christian  of  the  World”  from  the  Upper  Room,  is  president 
of  the  World  Council  of  Methodists.  He  is  trying  to  visit  the  World  Family 
of  Methodists  with  its  more  than  sixteen  million  members.  Our  own  Bishop 
and  Mrs.  Paul  E.  Martin  also  have  visited  many  of  them. 

Since  I was  to  arrive  in  Rio  two  days  before  Bishop  Holt  and  his  lovely 
wife,  Bishop  Paul  E.  Martin,  thoughtful  as  always,  wrote  to  three  different 
missionaries  in  order  that  I should  surely  be  met.  It  was  Reverend  Robert 
Wisdom  who  met  my  plane  on  that  sunny  morning  in  July.  It  circled  into 
one  of  the  world’s  most  beautiful  harbors  with  its  Sugar  Loaf  mountain 
jutting  out  to  sea  on  one  side,  and  on  the  other  the  Cocovadus,  statue  of 
the  Christ  with  outstretched  arms,  high  up  on  a mountain  overlooking  the 
city. 

Rev.  Wisdom  took  me  to  the  Peoples  Central  Institute,  to  visit  a Louisiana 
Supply  project.  Here  in  the  heart  of  the  slums  of  Rio,  we  find  in  this  joint 
project  of  the  Woman’s  Division  and  Division  of  World  Missions  of  the 
Church,  an  educational— social— evangelistic  center  with  school  buildings, 
dormitories,  St.  John’s  Church,  a clinic,  a milk  depot  and  the  homes  of 
Missionaries.  It  was  here  that  I spent  my  first  night  in  Rio.  After  lunch,  we 
went  up  on  Thieves  Hill,  back  of  the  buildings  to  see  an  International  Work 
Camp.  Ten  students  from  as  many  Universities  of  the  United  States  had 
paid  their  own  transportation  to  come  to  Rio  to  live  in  the  school  dormitories, 
and  ten  Brazilian  students  had  also  come.  They  worked  together  building 
roads,  walks,  culverts,  and  many  from  the  seventy  families  being  benefitted, 
also  joined  in  working  on  this  International  Work  Camp  project. 

Then  we  went  to  attend  the  General  Conference  across  town.  The  Council 
of  Bishops  had  appointed  Bishop  Holt  to  represent  them  at  this  meeting  of 
the  Brazilian  Methodist  Church,  which  has  been  autonomous  since  1930,  and 
convenes  every  five  years.  Here  Bishop  Caesar  De  Corso,  their  first  Bishop 
was  presiding  and  the  report  came  that  during  the  past  five  years,  a new 
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church  building  had  been  completed  every  twenty-one  days  and  a new 
parsonage  every  forty-four  days.  There  are  now  more  than  forty  thousand 
Methodists  in  Barzil. 

The  Conference  was  held  at  Bennett  College  where  there  is  a beau- 
tiful campus  enclosed  by  many  excellent  buildings  and  almost  surrounded 
by  a handsome  high  cast-iron  fence.  Bennett  College  offers  kindergarten, 
primary,  high  school  and  three  years  of  College.  The  Bennett  choir  of  its 
Sacred  School  of  Music  is  much  is  demand  for  concerts  and  radio,  and  you 
doubtless  remember,  it  was  planned  that  a part  of  the  1955  Week  of 
Prayer  Offering  would  help  to  build  a Chapel  at  Bennett  College. 

It  was  at  the  General  Conference  that  we  met  Mrs.  Ottilia  de  O.  Chaves, 
president  of  the  World  Federation  of  Methodist  Women,  and  heard  it  often 
said  that  if  she  had  been  a man,  she  would  have  been  elected  a bishop 
years  ago.  Mrs.  Chaves  will  preside  at  Lake  Junaluska  at  the  meeting  August 
27-31.  She  translates  the  Upper  Room  into  the  Portuguese  language  for 
her  people.  Her  husband  is  not  only  a graduate  of  the  Brazilian  Methodist 
Seminary  of  Sao  Paulo,  but  has  a degree  from  Perkins  School  of  Theology 
at  Southern  Methodist  University.  We  met  her  sister  and  husband,  the 
Bishop  Sante  Umberto  Barbieri  of  Argentina,  one  of  the  six  presidents 
of  the  World  Council  of  Churches. 

We  attended  the  dedication  of  the  new  sanctuary  of  the  Campo 
Grande  Methodist  Church,  and  I was  surprised  to  be  given  a seat  of  honor. 
They  had  learned  that  I was  from  Louisiana,  and  their  Missionary  minister, 
the  Reverend  Saunders,  and  his  lovely  wife  have  been  supported  for  many 
years  by  a Men’s  Bible  Class  of  Noel  Memorial  Church  in  Shreveport. 

When  asked  to  tell  my  impressions  from  a laywoman’s  point  of  view, 
I recalled  the  delightful  friendliness  of  the  Brazilian  people.  I was  also 
impressed  by  the  devout  reverence  shown  by  them  in  all  church  services. 
What  a privilege  it  was  to  worship  in  the  famous  and  beloved  old  Catete 
Church  where  their  first  Bishop  had  been  ordained.  We  bowed  as  their 
three  new  Bishops  were  ordained  and  the  two  Deaconesses  were  commissioned. 
How  heart-warming  it  was  to  see  the  missionaries  as  they  worked  with 
loving  concern  and  interest  for,  and  with  the  people,  and  also  to  see  the  love 
and  esteem  of  those  of  the  foreign  countries  for  the  missionaries. 

My  first  days  at  Bennett,  I roamed  with  a ninety  year  young  missionary 
from  North  Georgia  who  laughingly  told  that  she  had  used  her  burial  money 
to  come  back  to  Brazil  to  attend  the  Conference,  to  visit  former  pupils, 
some  of  whom  were  now  Generals  and  Admirals,  and  to  also  attend  the 
seventieth  anniversary  of  Collegio  Americano  at  Puerto  Alegre  in  its  beautiful 
new  building. 

At  the  coffee  fellowship  following  the  special  service  arranged  in  order 
that  Bishop  Holt  might  preach  in  Puerto  Alegre,  we  were  charmed  with  an 
attractive  young  Brazilian  woman,  Miss  Maria  Glisina  Fernandez,  who  had 
volunteered  to  become  a missionary,  and  has  since  gone  to  Peru  to  woik 
among  the  Indians. 

In  the  beautiful  subdivision,  San  Amaro  of  Sao  Paulo,  which  is  re- 
putedly the  fastest  growing  city  in  the  world,  we  enjoyed  staying  at  our 
Methodist  Institute,  where  the  Deaconesses  receive  their  training.  This  also 
is  a Louisiana  Supply  project  this  year. 

I was  glad  to  hear  of  the  excellent  International  Language  School  at 
Campinas,  where  all  new  Missionaries  to  Brazil  spend  their  first  year  in 
learning  to  speak  the  Portuguese  language  correctly,  which  fact  lends 
prestige  both  to  the  Missionaries  and  to  Protestant  churches  and  schools. 

We  journeyed  to  visit  Piracicabano  Colegio  where  there  are  more  than 
a thousand  students.  All  schools  in  Latin  America  seem  to  have  achieved 
great  prestige.  I was  greatly  impressed  by  the  many  beautiful  school  buildings 
owned  by  the  Woman’s  Division  and  Board  of  Missions.  The  Missionaries 
are  delightful,  charming,  consecrated  people,  many  of  them  second  and 
some  third  generation  Missionaries. 
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In  Montevideo,  Uruguay,  we  found  both  large  and  small  churches. 
Friendship  House,  a community  center  serves  in  a slum  district,  and  the 
very  fine  school  Crandon  draws  the  elite.  Miss  Violeta  Cavallero  of  the 
Christian  Social  Relations  International  Team  is  a teacher  at  Crandon,  having 
been  a Crusade  Scholar  at  Scarritt  College,  Nashville. 

In  Buenos  Aires,  Argentina,  Bishop  Holt  preached  in  a large  cathedral- 
like church,  said  to  be  the  first  Protestant  church  ever  built  in  the  southern 
hemisphere.  Union  Theological  Seminary  also  in  Buenos  Aires  which  is 
interdenominational  and  supported  both  by  our  Church  and  Woman’s 
Division,  has  the  finest  library  of  New  Testaments  in  Spanish  in  the  world. 
Here  we  enjoyed  meeting  Dr.  and  Mrs.  Eugene  Stockwell  of  the  missionary 
family  of  Stockwells,  and  Dr.  John  Norris,  a minister  ordained  by  our 
Louisiana  Conference. 

In  Chile,  we  visited  Sweet  Memorial  Institute  in  the  slums,  and  beautiful 
Santiago  College  for  girls.  A former  Tulane-Wesley  Foundation  couple  ac- 
companied us  upon  a comfortable  overnight  train  journey  into  the  resort 
lake  country  of  southern  Chile.  We  visited  Nueva  Imperial,  another  project 
of  both  Church  and  Woman’s  Division.  David  Lowry  had  been  ordained  a 
minister  in  the  Louisiana  Conference  in  June  of  1954,  and  Mary  Sue,  his 
wife  had  already  graduated  from  Tulane  Medical  School.  Dr.  Mary  Sue, 
the  only  doctor  there  to  serve  more  than  six  thousand  people,  had  two 
native  nurses  to  help  her  in  her  clinic.  I was  told  that  in  that  community, 
there  are  thirty-one  public  schools,  and  all  of  the  teachers  are  natives  and 
Methodists.  A young  missionary  couple  commissioned  at  Buck  Hill  Falls 
this  January  have  gone  to  southern  Chile  to  help  the  Lowry’s  with  the 
churches  and  clinic.  Further  south  is  the  school  and  farm  El  Vergel,  also 
a cooperative  project  which  recently  received  a citation  from  the  Chilean 
government  for  being  of  great  value  to  the  people. 

Lima  Girls’  High  School  called  Colegio  Maria  Alvarado  also  has 
excellent  school  buildings,  and  an  enrollment  close  to  seven  hundred  girls. 

It  was  heartening  to  find  so  many  young  missionaries  on  the  field, 
young  women,  young  men  and  young  couples.  It  is  thrilling  to  see  that 
idealistic  youth  will  invest  their  talents  where  they  count  for  most. 
Bishop  Holt  said  he  firmly  believes  that  a missionary  can  make  the  greatest 
life  for  himself  that  is  possible  for  any  person.  God  calls— He  needs  hearts, 
minds,  hands  to  fashion  out  the  world  that  is  to  be. 

In  olden  days,  a person  of  high  concern  would  undergo  the  discipline 
of  holiness.  John  Wesley  formed  a Holy  Club,  joining  in  a holy  fellowship; 
and  in  a planned  discipline  with  his  fellows  of  like  spirit,  they  worked  for 
“the  glory  of  God.” 

It  may  be  said  of  the  Woman’s  Society  of  Christian  Service  that  a 
new  way  of  holy  discipline  is  being  shaped,  for  we  women  would  try  to 
sense  a greater  glory  that  might  invest  all  of  life,  and  with  like  minded 
women  we  would  work  for  the  greater  enrichment  of  life  for  others.  Self 
dedication  and  self  discipline  takes  many  forms.  The  important  thing  ac- 
cording to  Mr.  H.  A.  Overstreet  in  writing  “The  Mature  Mind”  is  that 
individuals  should  lend  themselves,  heart  and  soul  to  something  beyond 
their  own  ego-satisfactions.  Today  we  are  a consecrated  group  conscientiously 
trying  to  do  the  things  that  need  to  be  done.  We  dedicate  our  hearts,  our 
hands,  our  minds  to  help  God  build  His  Kingdom  according  to  God’s 
plan  and  purpose.  We  discipline  our  lives  for  the  Divine  commission  comes 
down  to  us,  not  only  through  Matthew’s  gospel,  as  He  said:  “Go  ye  therefore 
and  teach  all  nations  to  observe  all  things  whatsoever  I have  commanded 
you”  but  J.  B.  Phillips  translates  Luke’s  writings  in  Acts,  with  Jesus  having 
said:  “You  will  be  witnesses  to  me,  not  only  in  Jerusalem,  not  only  in  Judea, 
not  only  in  Samaria,  but  to  the  very  ends  of  the  earth.  And  thus  Jesus 
commissions  us— His  twentieth  century  disciples— “That  the  World  May 
Know”  of  His  Redemptive  Love. 
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RECOMMENDATIONS  FOR  VICE-PRESIDENTS* 


The  work  of  the  Vice-President  is  of  tremendous  importance  to  the 
entire  program  of  the  Woman’s  Society  of  Christian  Service.  As  she  is 
expected  to  assist  the  President  in  promoting  all  phases  of  the  work,  she 
should  be  thoroughly  acquainted  with  the  purpose  and  work  of  the  Woman’s 
Society.  The  significance  of  her  leadership  in  the  areas  of  program  building 
and  interpreting  the  World  Federation  of  Methodist  Women  can  not  be 
emphasized  too  greatly.  The  obligation  to  stretch  minds,  kindle  imagination, 
lift  horizons,  secure  action,  presents  a challenge  in  all  levels  of  the  work. 
Religious  conviction,  optimism,  courage,  sympathetic  interest  in  people,  will- 
ingness to  work,  enthusiasm  for  missions,  ability  to  cooperate,  resourcefulness, 
sense  of  stewardship,  plus  a keen  sense  of  humor— all  are  qualities  which 
the  Vice-President  should  possess. 

Therefore,  the  recommendations  for  Vice-President  are: 

1.  In  order  to  serve  in  the  absence  of  the  President,  she  must  know 
parliamentary  law  and  be  able  to  preside  with  dignity  and  efficiency. 
She  should  know  the  organizational  setup  and  all  the  interrelations. 
She  must  read  the  Methodist  Woman  and  the  World  Outlook  to  keep 
informed  concerning  new  plans.  She  must  be  familiar  with  the 
Annual  Report  of  the  Woman’s  Division  and  with  The  Guide. 

2.  The  Vice-President  should  seek  every  opportunity  for  further  training 
by  attending  Officer’s  Training  Day,  District  Seminar,  School  of 
Missions,  and  Conference  Meetings. 

3.  The  Vice-President  coordinates,  clarifies,  and  promotes  the  monthly 
program  materials  published  by  the  Woman’s  Division  of  Christian 
Service.  In  the  local  Society  she  serves  as  Chairman  of  the  Program 
Committee,  but  the  Committee  as  a whole  should  develop  all  the 
programs,  each  one  contributing  her  best  thinking  and  most  creative 
ideas.  It  should  always  be  stressed  that  a beautifully  planned 
program,  perfectly  presented,  is  absolutely  useless  unless  it  motivates 
action.  The  Committee  should  meet  quarterly  to  evaluate  and  to 
make  further  plans  for  the  Society. 

4.  The  Vice-President  helps  to  strengthen  the  ecumenical  movement  by 
sharing  information  concerning  the  World  Federation  of  Methodist 
Women.  This  should  be  presented  once  each  quarter  in  every 
Society. 

5.  The  Vice-President  should  take  her  reporting  seriously  and  she 
should  see  that  the  reports  are  made  out  correctly,  fully,  and  sent 
in  on  time!

PROMOTION  REPORT 

Mrs.  Lee  Tidwell,  Secretary 

As  we  view  the  progress  of  the  year  just  past,  we  can  be  justifiably 
proud  of  the  increases  along  many  lines,  yet  we  can  see  goals  to  be  achieved 
in  the  coming  year.  Since  our  last  printed  report,  which  was  made  after  the 
third  quarter  of  last  year,  two  districts  have  become  100%  organized— 
Ruston  district  in  the  4th  quarter  of  1954-55,  and  Shreveport  district  in  the 
first  quarter  of  the  year  just  completed.  This  brings  us  to  a total  of  three 
districts  which  are  100%  organized— Lake  Charles,  Ruston  and  Shreveport. 
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This  last  quarter  we  achieved  another  standard  for  which  we  have  been 
striving  for  four  years— T00%  reporting  for  the  entire  conference. 

Our  membership  gains  have  been  steady,  but  not  so  great  as  we  had 
hoped,  with  a net  gain  of  288  members  in  the  society,  net  loss  of  3 members 
in  the  guild,  and  a net  gain  of  9 district  members,  with  an  overall  gain 
of  294  adult  members.  Our  total  adult  membership  is  15,688. 

We  have  a net  gain  of  14  societies,  with  a total  of  337.  Our  guilds  number 
93.  Seven  Circuits  and  twenty-four  churches  became  organized  last  year, 
reducing  our  total  of  unorganized  circuits  to  37,  unorganized  churches  to  54. 

In  our  upward  reach  toward  “The  Spirit  of  Christ— FOR  ALL  OF  LIFE,” 
we  know  that  we  must  bring  to  every  Methodist  woman  in  our  conference 
the  opportunity  to  share  in  this  fellowship  which  enriches  our  lives  in  so 
many  ways.

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RECOMMENDATIONS 


IT  IS  RECOMMENDED: 

1.  That  the  quadrennial  program  “THAT  THE  KINGDOM  OF  GOD 
MAY  BE  REALIZED”  be  brought  to  a climax  in  the  Annual  Meet- 
ings so  that  the  women  of  the  Conference,  District  and  Local  So- 
cieties will  feel  a sense  of  accomplishment. 

(It  has  been  recommended  to  the  Committees  on  Programs  that 
they  co-opt  the  Secretary  of  Promotion  when  planning  this  pro- 
gram) 

2.  That  a special  effort  be  made  to  secure  new  members  by  the  close 
of  the  present  quadrennium,  May  31st,  1956.  A goal  of  two  million 
members  is  set,  which  means  one  new  member  for  each  seven 
present  members. 

3.  That  Secretaries  of  Promotion  co-operate  with  Secretaries  of  Mis- 
sionary Education  and  Service  in  lifting  up  the  course  “Work  of 
the  Woman’s  Society  of  Christian  Service”  in  their  clinics  in  the 
Schools  of  Missions  and  Christian  Service  this  year. 

4.  That  Conference  and  District  Secretaries  of  Promotion  encourage 
the  use  of  The  Methodist  Woman  Magazine,  frequently  calling  atten- 
tion to  the  pages  on  “Organization  and  Promotion.” 

5.  That  suggestions  and  encouragement  be  given  to  local  societies  in 
the  use  of  Audio  Visual  Materials. 

6.  That  attendance  at  Conference,  District,  and  Zone  Meetings  be 
encouraged  for  the  inspiration  and  information  to  be  gained  at  such 
meetings. 

7.  That  all  Conference  and  District  officers  be  urged  to  assist  in  Officer 
Training  Day  in  the  local  societies  where  possible. 

8.  That  Conference  Secretaries  of  Promotion  encourage  and  assist  the 
District  Secretaries  in  achieving  100%  organized  Districts. 

9.  That  an  accurate  record  be  kept  of  District  Members  and  that  a 
close,  personal  contact  be  maintained  at  all  times.  It  is  further 
recommended  that  suggestions  and  assistance  be  given  in  organizing 
societies  to  encompass  District  Members  where  possible. 

10.  That  we  continue  to  strive  for  100%  reporting — every  society  report 
in  each  period  to  the  District  Secretary  of  Promotion  and  each  Dis- 
trict Secretary  reporting  to  the  Conference  Secretary  of  Promotion. 


ALEXANDRIA  DISTRICT 

Our  quadrennial  theme,  “That  the  Kingdom  of  God  May  Be  Realized,” 
has  been  very  well  presented  at  the  close  of  this  quadrennium.  Though  we 
have  not  fully  realized  this  goal,  the  year  1955-56  has  been  a most  inspiring 
one  as  we  have  strived  together  to  further  His  kingdom.  One  of  our  biggest 
joys  has  come  in  removing  nine  churches  this  year  from  our  unorganized 
group-seven  by  formation  of  new  societies  and  two  by  securing  district 
members.  Two  of  our  zones  are  now  100%  organized  and  two  are  working 
hard  to  make  our  whole  district  100%  in  organization.  Our  new  groups 
are;  Bethel,  Campti,  Bay  Hills,  Hollins  Chapel,  Hopewell,  Lewis  Chapel, 
Marthaville,  Pine  Prairie,  and  St.  Maurice.  We  have  1186  members  in  the 
Woman’s  Society  of  Christian  Service  and  195  in  the  Wesleyan  Service 
Guild  making  a total  of  1381  members. 

Our  district  continues  to  increase  its  gifts  to  missions.  Our  pledge 
for  the  year  was  $8620.00  and  we  have  sent  a total  of  $10,248.57.  Over 
$775.00  has  been  sent  for  the  Week  of  Prayer  and  the  district  contributed 
almost  $300.00  to  the  Alcohol  Education  Fund.  Supply  Askings  have  been 
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met  in  the  district  by  the  sending  of  $1100.00  to  home  and  foreign  institu- 
tions. We  feel  that  the  women  of  our  district  are  gaining  a broader  concept 
of  the  need  throughout  the  mission  field  and  because  of  this  knowledge 
are  voluntarily  giving  of  their  worldly  goods. 

All  societies  are  using  the  prescribed  worship  and  program  books  and 
study  classes  have  been  especially  good  following  a most  excellent  fall 
seminar  in  Pineville  last  September.  Our  district  sent  two  representatives  to 
a conference-wide  Christian  Social  Relations  Workshop  held  in  New  Orleans 
at  St.  Mark’s  and  took  part  in  a very  timely  meeting  held  at  Trinity 
Church  in  Alexandria.  The  meeting  was  on  World  Understanding  and  was 
very  capably  presented  through  discussions  and  filmstrips. 

Our  Student,  Youth  and  Children’s  Work  continues  to  grow.  A con- 
ference for  children’s  workers  was  held  at  Camp  Brewer  in  September 
of  last  year  and  plans  are  being  made  for  one  this  year.  The  results  are 
gratifying.  The  Methodist  Youth  groups  are  continuing  to  grow  throughout 
die  district  and  the  student  secretaries  are  keeping  in  closer  contact  with 
their  students  at  college  through  personal  letters  and  the  Wesley  Foundation 
Directors. 

There  are  many  prayer  groups  functioning  throughout  the  district;  the 
women  feeling  the  need  for  prayer  in  all  things.  Week  of  Prayer  and  Self- 
Denial  was  observed  in  most  societies.  More  stress  is  being  put  upon  the 
Prayer  Calendars  with  many  groups  beginning  the  daily  use  of  them. 

The  Literature  and  Publications  are  very  ably  presented  at  all  occasions. 
A very  fine  book  room  was  displayed  at  the  fall  seminar  and  all  societies 
are  kept  informed  about  new  material.  There  are  403  subscriptions  to  The 
Methodist  Woman  and  154  to  World  Outlook.  Eight  societies  report  all 
officers  subscribing  to  The  Methodist  Woman. 

A very  inspiring  district  conference  was  held  at  First  Church  in 
Alexandria.  Reports  were  encouraging  and  the  group  were  most  thrilled 
by  the  speaker,  Miss  Nina  Stallings.  Eight  new  district  officers  were  elected 
to  insure  an  even  better  year  coming  now.  Our  district  was  well  represented 
at  the  jurisdictional  meeting  and  conference  held  in  Shreveport.  The  spring 
zone  meetings  held  in  April  and  May  were  officers  training  days  and  the 
attendance  and  enthusiasm  of  the  groups  make  us  feel  that  the  year  1956-57 
will  be  the  best  yet. 

Our  future  in  the  Alexandria  District  looks  bright  and  we  earnestly  pray 
that  the  ladies  in  the  unorganized  churches  in  our  district  will  catch  a 
gleam  of  the  joy  and  privilege  that  it  is  to  serve  our  Lord  in  the  work  of 
the  Woman’s  Society  of  Christian  Service  and  the  Wesleyan  Service  Guild.

Christian  Mission  in  a Revolutionary  World— by  Mrs.  R.  O.  Coorpender, 
District  Treasurer. 

This  district  was  fortunate  in  having  three  in  attendance  at  the  Mt.

LAKE  CHARLES  DISTRICT 

A very  successful  Educational  Seminar  was  held  in  September  in  Simpson 
Church  under  the  leadership  of  Mrs.  J.  B.  Mouton,  Sr.,  our  District  Secre- 
tary of  Missionary  Education  and  Service,  with  an  attendance  of  150.

Our  annual  District  Meeting  was  held  in  Sulphur  in  April  with  an  at- 
tendance of  125.  Our  guests  were  Miss  Nina  Stallings,  missionary  from  the 
Philippines,  and  Mrs.  C.  I.  Jones,  our  Conference  President.  Mrs.  E.  A. 
Doland,  the  District  Program  Chairman,  planned  a splendid  program.  All 
who  attended  were  greatly  benefitted  and  inspired. 

We  had  an  excellent  Officers  Training.  Twenty  of  our  thirty  societies 
were  represented  at  our  three  zone  meetings,  where  95  per  cent  of  our 
District  Officers  conducted  classes  in  each  line  of  work. 

Lake  Charles  District  has  a slight  gain  in  membership  with  1665 
members  in  30  societies  12  guilds  and  7 District  members.  There  has  been 
three  new  societies  organized  this  year,  Northside,  Hackberry  and  Oberlin. 
We  are  100  per  cent  organized  and  100  per  cent  reporting  throughout  the 
year.  Our  District  has  sent  to  the  Conference  Treasurer  $14,430.75.  We 
have  430  subscribers  to  the  Methodist  Woman  and  190  to  the  World  Outlook. 
Increases  along  all  lines  show  we  have  more  secretaries  for  each  line  of 
work  than  ever  before.  We  have  85  women  serving  on  the  Official  Board 
in  their  church  and  10  elected  as  delegates  to  Annual  Conference.  We  used 
the  Program  Material  100  per  cent. 

Our  District  Secretary  of  Student  Work,  Mrs.  R.  L.  Haines,  works 
with  our  students  at  McNeese  College.  We  feel  that  we  have  reached  80 
of  the  students  in  a vital  way  with  their  weekday  and  Wednesday  evening 
program.  Each  school  day  the  Center  is  opened  for  those  who  wish  to  come 
over  to  eat,  study,  play  games  or  find  a quiet  comer  for  meditation  and 
prayer. 

The  workshop  on  “World  Understanding”  with  the  theme  ONE  WITH 
THE  PEOPLES  OF  THE  WORLD,  was  given  in  Lake  Charles  First 
Church,  under  the  direction  of  Mrs.  Stewart  Spates,  our  District  Christian 
Social  Relations  Secretary.  The  United  Church  Women  were  invited.  Sixteen 
churches  were  represented  with  three  different  denominations. 

“Trick  or  Treat”  for  Unicef  was  carried  out  in  many  of  our  societies 
and  $386.00  was  sent  to  the  Treasurer.

In  checking  the  quadrennial  goals  in  the  Monroe  district  we  find  a 
very  definite  advance  in  all  lines  of  work.

Necessity  and  Baskin.  Many  new  circles  have  been  formed  throughout  the 
District  and  there  is  a definite  increase  in  young  women  entering  into 
the  work. 

The  Seminar  and  annual  District  meetings  were  most  successful.  We 
were  privileged  to  have  as  guest  speakers  Mrs.  Robley  W.  Davis  at  our 
Seminar  and  Miss  Elizabeth  Thompson  and  Miss  Nina  Stallings  at  the  District 
meeting.  A large  group  attended  the  South  Central  Jurisdictional  meeting 
in  Shreveport. 

The  district  has  a total  of  588  subscriptions  to  the  Methodist  Woman 
and  225  to  the  World  Outlook.  Our  pledge  last  year  was  overpaid  and  we  are 
planning  to  meet  it  again  this  year. 

With  the  help  of  our  Heavenly  Father  we  are  looking  forward  to  a 
wonderful  new  year.

83%  reporting  raised  to  100%. 

Although  substantial  gains  have  been  made  in  approved  studies,  prayer 
groups,  subscriptions  to  The  Methodist  Woman,  gifts  to  missions  and  supply 
work,  the  two  most  outstanding  achievements  are:  100%  in  organization  of  the 
district  completed  by  June  1,  1955,  and  100%  reporting  which  has  been 
maintained  for  more  than  a year. 

The  past  year  has  been  an  excellent  year  in  Ruston  District  in  every' 
respect.  Highlights  are  as  follows: 

MEMBERSHIP  has  been  emphasized  and  some  results  deserve  special 
mention.  The  district  has  added  170  WSCS  members,  1 district  member, 
and  28  WSG  members.  Homer  with  26  additions  had  the  largest  number 
for  the  year;  Trinity  was  second  with  25.  Arcadia  formed  a new  circle  with 
14  members.

District  Meeting  in  Lisbon  featured  a candle  lighting  service  recognizing 
all  societies  in  the  district  and  zone  leaders;  and  excellent  missionary  speaker, 
Miss  Nina  Stallings;  inspirational  worship;  memorial  and  installation  services. 
Attendance  was  very  good. 

Zone  Meetings  have  increased  in  interest  and  attendance.  Officers’  Training 
was  emphasized.

The  Fifteenth  Year  of  The  Woman’s  Society  of  Christian  Service 
gave  us  opportunity  for  saying  and  showing  what  the  society  means  to  each  of 
us.  The  birthday  observances  and  expressions  in  action  bore  witness  to  the 
Fruits  of  Discipleship. 
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We  have  47  societies;  11  District  member  Groups;  20  Wesleyan  Service 
Guilds;  (2  new,  Bossier  City  and  Zwolle)  Unit  III,  at  Mangum  converged 
with  others  and  a new  unit  at  North  Highlands  to  be  reported  later.  A 
total  of  3254  adult  members,  (2899  Society— 25  District— 355  Guild);  new, 
396;  (318  Society,  6 District,  72  Guild)  showing  a net  gain  of  84.  We 
almost  gained  “1  in  7.”  A Society,  Guild  or  District  member  in  evety 
church  makes  us  100%  organized.  East  Point  continues  100%  organized  in 
membership. 

Increases  along  all  lines  of  work,  both  in  attendance  with  results  from 
programs  and  studies  and  promotional  plans  are  evident  in  every  society. 

We  overpaid  our  pledge  of  $19,500.  With  $28,008.94  on  appropriations; 
$1482.22  for  Week  of  Prayer;  $2695  for  Supply  Work;  $506.60  in  new 
materials  sent;  $4115.00  special  memberships;  $772.40  for  Alcohol  Education, 
($20.10  short  of  goal  in  W.S.C.S.  W.S.G.  went  the  “second  mile.”) 

All  societies  use  the  program  booklets  and  materials.  Reading  is  up. 
837  subscriptions  to  The  Methodist  Woman;  418  to  The  World  Outlook,  with 
13  and  2 having  all  officers  and  secretaries.  More  and  better  officer  training 
was  done  in  26  and  34  had  Missionary  Speakers.

MISSIONARY  EDUCATION  AND  SERVICE

What  is  of  eternal  value,  what  is  the  purpose  of  Missionary  Education, 
of  study  courses,  of  setting  standards  for  them,  of  reporting? 

As  we  see  it,  the  purpose  of  study  in  missions  is  to  be  quickened  in 
desire  to  follow  the  command,  “Go  ye  into  all  the  world,  and  preach  the 
gospel  to  every  creature.”  (Mark  16:15).  Some  are  called  to  preach,  to 
teach,  to  heal,  to  share  better  methods  of  farming  or  industry.  But  “How 
can  they  preach  except  they  be  sent?”  (Romans  10:15a).  So  others  are  called 
to  do  the  sending  through  the  sharing  of  material  possessions,  and  through 
sharing  of  self  in  prayer  for  those  who  go. 

Through  the  present  plan  of  study  courses  we  read  with  a purpose, 
share  knowledge  with  each  other,  discuss  and  devise  ways  of  meeting  the 
needs  as  they  are  revealed  to  us.  Study  standards  are  high  that  we  may  make 
a thorough  exploration  of  each  course— delving  deep,  absorbing  truths  and 
living  them,  acting  upon  them— rather  than  being  merely  exposed  to  them 
through  casual  reading,  or  hearing  a report  by  one  or  two  persons. 

Reporting  is  an  inventory  that  our  leaders  may  chart  the  course  for 
the  future. 

What  is  of  eternal  value?  Every  local  woman  who  is  seeking  to  deepen 
her  own  spiritual  life  is  seeking  the  eternal.  And  every  local  woman  who 
has  glimpsed  the  needs  of  mankind,  and  has  given  herself  to  God  as  an 
instrument  in  meeting  those  needs,  has  given  herself  to  the  Eternal.  All 
that  is  done  in  love  and  to  the  glory  of  God  is  eternal. 

In  this  light  may  we  study  the  following  report  and  locate  the  position 
of  our  own  local  society.

4.  That  every  local  society  study  “The  Work  of  the  Woman’s  Society 
of  Christian  Service”  this  year,  using  as  text  the  “Sixteenth  Annual 
Report  of  the  Woman’s  Division,”  and  as  supplementary  the  Guide, 
Handbooks,  “Declaring  His  Glory,”  Do  You  Know  booklets,  etc.; 

5.  That  every  local  society  cooperate  with  the  pastor  and  the  Com- 
mission on  Missions  in  the  current  Church-wide  study; 

6.  That  every  local  society  form  at  least  one  Reading  Circle  (a  good 
beginning  being  shut-ins); 

7.  That  every  local  Society  set  up  a library  or  book-shelf; 

8.  That  tours  to  nearby  Woman’s  Division  projects  be  continued  as  an 
educational  process; 

9.  That  missionary  information  from  the  field  be  given  at  each  local 
society  monthly  meeting,  but  that  only  five  minutes  be  used  for  this; 

10.  That  district  secretaries  contact,  their  local  secretaries  at  least  once 
each  quarter; 

11.  That  conference  secretaries  send  letters  of  information  and  inspira- 
tion to  the  district  secretaries  at  least  once  each  quarter,  and  that 
once  a year  they  send  sufficient  copies  of  their  letter  to  the  district 
secretaries  for  them  to  send  a copy  to  each  local  secretary; 

12.  That  in  view  of  the  fact  that  some  districts  and  conferences  over- 
lapping the  South  Central  Jurisdiction  do  not  have  a District  Seminar 
or  a Conference  School  of  Missions  and  Christian  Service  of  their 
own,  and  that  in  some  instances  distances  are  too  great  for 
them  to  attend  their  own  if  they  have  one,  that  all  overlapping 
conference  and  district  Woman’s  Society  of  Christian  Service  and 
Wesleyan  Service  Guild  members  be  invited  to  participate  in  our 
District  Seminars  and  Conference  School  of  Missions.  This  would 
benefit  the  two  mission  conferences  of  our  jurisdiction  and  the  Cen- 
tral Jurisdiction  conferences  overlapping  ours. 

13.  That  there  be  no  more  Special  Missionary  Projects  that  where  there 
have  been  such,  the  amount  be  absorbed  in  the  pledge;  that  Projects  as 
a result  of  the  study  of  the  Home  and  Foreign  Mission  Courses  be 
continued.

CHRISTIAN  SOCIAL  RELATIONS  REPORT 

Mrs.  C.  F.  Goldthwait,  Secretary 

More  than  any  other  previous  out-of-state  project  for  Christian  Social 
Relations,  the  one  of  doing  “Trick-or-Treat”  for  Hallowe’en  for  the  benefit 
of  UNICEF  caught  at  the  hearts  of  women  and  children  all  over  the  state. 
The  sum  of  $5452.20  was  reported  sent  in  from  all  sources.  In  some  cases 
Councils  of  Church  Women  took  responsibility,  helped  always  by  Methodist 
women.  This  will  be  continued,  and  more  communities  will  take  it  up,  as 
they  learn  the  work  done  by  this,  now  permanent,  feature  of  the  United 
Nations. 

The  Workshop  on  World  Understanding,  held  in  New  Orleans  in  Janu- 
ary, was  well  received  and  attended.  The  Overseas  guests,  under  leadership  of 
Miss  Louise  Robinson,  enlightened  and  thrilled  all  who  heard  them.  Since 
then  local  Workshops  have  been  put  on  in  all  Districts  with  good  results. 
These  fitted  in  with  the  Studies  on  World  Peace,  of  which  a satisfying 
number  were  reported. 

Our  pledge  to  Louisiana  Moral  and  Civic  Foundation  for  the  presentation 
of  studies  of  alcohol  and  narcotics  in  the  high  schools  of  the  state  has  been 
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continued,  many  of  our  women  feeling  that  this  is  a highly  important 
project. 

There  has  been  a marked  increase  in  the  general  willingness  to  study 
legislation,  both  state  and  national,  and  to  write  letters  to  Legislators  and 
Congressmen,  as  we  begin  to  see  that  we  have  a responsibility  in  these 
matters,  and  by  so  doing  can  effect  the  laws  and  decisions  made  at  the  top 
level. 

This  last  year  reporting  has  considerably  improved,  so  that  each  quar- 
ter has  seen  100  per  cent  reporting  from  four  Districts  although  not  always 
the  same  Districts  each  time.  It  can  be  done.

Because  of  the  need  for  Christian  women  to  continue  to  seek  peace  and 
justice  for  all  people,  We  Recommend: 

That  workshops  on  world  understanding  be  continued  on  all  levels; 

That  we  seek  to  broaden  the  horizons  of  the  local  church  and  community 
through  new  experiences  of  fellowship  with  people  of  other  lands  and  cultures; 

That  we  seek  to  create  throughout  the  local  church  and  community  an 
increased  sensitivity  to  the  needs  of  the  world; 

That  we  urge  the  leaders  of  our  country  to  continue  support  of  U.N. 
agency  programs  and  promotion  of  technical  assistance  and  economic  aid 
for  under-developed  countries; 

That  because  of  the  importance  to  world  peace  of  mutual  understanding 
and  good  relations  between  India  and  the  U.  S.,  that  we  express  our  concern 
to  the  leaders  of  our  country  that  every  effort  be  made  to  foster  and  spread 
in  both  countries  this  feeling  of  mutual  good-will.

The  Christian  Social  Relations  Secretaries  start  a series  of  “Citizenship 
Branches”  for  the  purpose  of  study  and  discussion  of  these  issues; 

That  we  work  with  greater  urgency  to  safeguard  the  right  of  every 
citizen  to  vote  in  complete  freedom; 

That  in  the  light  of  increased  needs  for  additional  school  facilities,  we 
support  such  legislation  in  Congress  that  would  give  Federal  Aid  to  Education, 
when  such  aid  would  be  allocated  only  to  tax-supported  schools;  when 
such  funds  would  be  administered  by  the  states  and  not  the  federal  govern- 
ment; and  when  allocated  on  the  basis  of  need. 

Alcohol* 

Because  of  the  continued  need  for  education  of  our  young  people  to 
the  dangers  of  alcohol  and  narcotics.

That  the  Conference  Secretary  of  Christian  Social  Relations  or  her  rep- 
resentative be  sent  to  the  School  of  Alcohol  Studies  at  S.M.U.,  Dallas,  to 
be  held  July  18-25,  1956; 

That  we  write  our  Senators  to  support  the  Langer  Bill,  S-923,  which 
would  prohibit  interstate  advertising  of  alcoholic  beverages; 

That  we  write  our  Representatives  in  Congress  to  support  the  Lane 
House  Bill,  prohibiting  the  service  and  sale  of  alcoholic  beverages  on  air 
lines  at  any  time.

WESLEYAN  SERVICE  GUILD 

The  Louisiana  Conference  Wesleyan  Service  Guild  has  had  a good  year. 
We  show  an  increase  in  every  line  of  work.  We  have  98  units,  an 
increase  of  100,  have  lost  4 units,  and  have  a total  membership  of  1905. 

Our  pledge  to  Missions  for  1955-56  was  $12,800.  This  was  more  than

Our  per  capita  giving  is  $7.80  an  increase  of  $2.53  over  last  year’s. 

We  show  much  growth  in  study  classes  conducted,  with  a total  enrollment 
of  over  888.  Most  of  the  classes  were  for  Jurisdiction  Recognition,  but  a 
few  were  for  Efficiency,  and  a small  number  were  discussion  groups.  Miss 
Grace  Lawson,  Conference  Chairman  of  Missionary  Education  attended  the 
School  of  Missions  at  Mt.  Sequoyah  last  year,  and  conducted  a Clinic  for 
Wesleyan  Service  Guilds  at  the  Conference  School  of  Missions  at  Centenary 
in  August  of  last  year.  We  had  three  delegates  attending  the  jurisdiction 
School  of  Missions,  Miss  Arline  Tyler,  Miss  Lawson,  and  Mrs.  E.  D.  (Lena) 
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Sweeney.  These  people  helped  with  the  Annual  Guild  Weekend  at  Camp 
Brewer,  as  well  as  in  their  own  districts,  by  presenting  their  respective 
studies  to  the  group. 

Miss  Helen  Adams,  Conference  Spiritual  Life  Chairman  has  done  a 
magnificient  job  of  directing  the  entire  conference  group  in  spiritual  growth 
and  development.  Many  prayer  groups,  prayer  partners,  prayer  cells,  and 
much  individual  growth  has  been  the  direct  result  of  her  capable  Christian 
guidance. 

Miss  Emma  Kuntz,  Conference  Chairman  of  Christian  Social  Relations 
and  Local  Church  Activities  presented  a most  interesting  skit  on  the 
duties  of  the  secretaries  and  chairmen  of  this  wonderful  line  of  work  at 
Camp  Brewer,  Last  July.  She  did  much  through  the  help  of  Mrs.  Goldth- 
wait  to  direct  the  Christian  thinking  of  the  Guild  members  before  the 
past  elections  were  held.  She  encouraged  all  of  us  to  exercise  our  Christian 
responsibility  in  casting  our  ballots. 

The  district  secretaries  in  all  the  districts  have  held  Coaching  Conferences, 
and  district  meetings.  A few  districts  hold  District  Weekends,  in  conjunction 
with  their  seminars. 

Miss  Nina  Stallings  itinerated  through  the  districts  with  many  of  the 
district  secretaries  calling  extra  meetings  in  order  to  avail  themselves  of  this 
wonderful  person’s  missionary  message. 

Four  delegates  from  Louisiana  Conference,  namely.  Miss  Sara  Gaunt, 
Lake  Charles,  Miss  Fannie  Burch,  Amite,  Mrs.  Kelma  Berry,  and  myself 
from  Bastrop  made  the  Missionary  Tour  to  Mexico  last  August.  This  was  a 
most  gratifying  experience  for  all  of  us,  and  we  came  home  determined 
to  do  more  about  missions  in  our  foreign  countries. 

Our  biggest  achievement  this  year,  to  me,  is  the  continuance  of  our 
own  GUILD  TIMES.  This  has  proved  a wonderful  instrument  for  our 
promotion  of  the  work  of  the  Guilds  and  has  served  as  a bond  between 
the  Woman’s  Society  of  Christian  Service  and  the  Wesleyan  Service  Guild. 
Miss  Lillian  Kennedy,  Editor,  deserves  much  praise  and  all  the  credit  for 
the  wonderful  issues  we  have  enjoyed.  In  October  of  the  past  year  the 
issue  was  dedicated  to  our  sisters  in  the  Woman’s  Society  of  Christian 
Service  on  their  15th  birthday. 

At  our  Spring  Meeting  in  March  in  Shreveport  we  were  fortunate  to 
have  as  our  guests,  our  own  Miss  Gertie  Stiles,  Secretary  South  Central 
Jurisdiction  Wesleyan  Service  Guild,  and  Mrs.  Harold  E.  Soulen,  Vice- 
President  of  the  South  Central  Jurisdiction  Woman’s  Society  of  Christian 
Service.  Our  Love  Offering  of  $262.20  was  sent  to  the  Marion  Lela  Norris 
Scholarship  Fund,  one  of  the  Guilds  Special  Interests.  There  were  164 
delegates  attending  this  fine  meeting. 

At  our  Annual  Guild  Weekend  at  Camp  Brewer  last  July  we  had  as  our 
guests  Miss  Elizabeth  Thompson,  Louisiana  Rural  Advisor,  Miss  Averill  Jordan, 
and  Miss  Charlie  Hampton.  Our  love  offering  of  $200.00  was  divided 
equally  between  cur  two  Special  Interests  of  Supply  Work,  namely,  Louisiana 
Rural  Work,  and  the  Health  and  Nursing  Program  at  Vicarahad,  India. 
136  attended  this  meeting  and  benefitted  from  the  information,  inspiration 
and  fellowship  from  being  together  in  God’s  great  out-of-doors. 

We  are  eagerly  anticipating  the  forthcoming  Quadrennium  with  it’s 
new  goals,  and  achievements,  and  solicit  and  entreat  you  one  and  all  to 
hold  us  in  your  prayers  and  thoughts  as  we  continue  to  press  forward  a 
united  Christian  Band  of  Methodist  women  proclaiming  the  Spirit  of  Christ  For 
All  of  Life. 


RECOMMENDATIONS 
IT  IS  RECOMMENDED: 

1.  That  through  May  31,  1956,  an  evaluation  be  made  of  the  goals 
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set  forth  for  the  quadrennium  and  as  far  as  is  possible  carry  through  with 
them  as  follows: 

(a)  Review  the  recommendations  for  the  past  three  years. 

(b)  Place  special  emphasis  for  their  completion.

2.  That  because  of  the  urgent  need  for  Christian  workers,  we  not 
only  think  and  talk  about  this  opportunity  and  responsibility,  open  to  Guild 
women,  but  that  we  be  doers  of  the  Word. 

3.  That  every  district  secretary  and  every  Secretary  of  Missionary 
Education  and  Service  realize  it  is  not  only  her  privilege  to  attend  the  con- 
ference school  of  missions,  but  her  responsibility. 

4.  That  coaching  conferences  be  held  in  the  early  fall  on  the  District 
and  local  level. 

5.  That  when  the  new  goals  are  revealed  to  us,  great  plans  be  made 
for  their  achievements. 

6.  That  with  an  humble  and  sincere  rededication  of  self,  we  seek  to 
carry  out  the  purpose  of  the  Wesleyan  Service  Guild.

REPORT  OF  THE  SECRETARY  OF  STUDENT  WORK 
1955-1956 
Mrs.  D.  W.  Poole 

Each  year  brings  new  knowledge  and  greater  understanding  to  those 
of  us  who  have  the  opportunity  to  work  with  students.  As  they  grow  in 
Christian  fellowship,  in  like  measure  we  grow  in  the  appreciation  of  our 

work. 

The  secretaries  of  student  work  are  learning  more  about  the  Wesley 
Foundations,  their  programs  and  their  needs.  They  are  striving  to  interpret 
these  to  the  local  churches.  In  keeping  this  close  friendship  between  college 
and  local  church  the  student  secretary  is  making  it  possible  for  the  college 
student  to  feel  at  home  in  either  place. 

There  were  more  “blue  cards”  sent  to  the  Director  of  the  Methodist 
Student  Movement  before  college  opened  this  year  than  ever  before.  Also, 
there  was  more  interest  by  the  student  secretaries  and  the  local  churches 
in  helping  send  students  to  work  projects,  conferences  and  caravans  than 
before.  Wherever  there  were  foreign  students  the  local  churches  have  done 
many  things  to  help  them  feel  at  home.  Our  young  people  in  the  service 
have  not  been  forgotten  either.  The  local  churches  are  being  encouraged 
to  keep  in  close  touch  with  them.  When  there  are  service  men  stationed  close 
by  the  local  student  secretaries  are  particularly  busy  in  sponsoring  programs 
for  them. 

The  reports  from  the  Wesley  Foundations  have  been  truly  inspiring. 
Their  work  is  encouraging  and  is  preparing  many  young  people  to  enter  full- 
time Christian  service.  Their  deputation  teams  have  been  a great  inspiration 
to  the  churches  as  well  as  a means  of  learning  to  the  young  people.  The 
increasing  interest  of  our  students  and  their  spiritual  growth  necessitates 
expansion.  It  is  good  to  be  able  to  report  new  buildings  and  improvements 
on  several  campuses. 


It  has  been  my  privilege  to  be  with  the  students  on  their  fall  retreat 
and  the  alcohol  seminar.  It  was  a challenge  to  me  to  see  them  worship, 
work  and  play  together.  It  is  always  a jov  to  visit  with  the  students  and 
feel  their  enthusiasm  and  catch  a vision  of  their  dreams. 

RECOMMENDATIONS 

With  the  hope  of  seeing  the  work  of  the  student  department  go 
forward,  We  Recommend: 

1.  That  the  interest  of  each  local  society  be  directed  to  the  youth  away 
from  home.  These  will  include  those  from  other  lands,  those  in  the 
service  of  our  country  and  all  those  on  our  campuses. 

2.  That  each  society  support  the  local  church  in  its  observance  of 
Methodist  Student  Day  and  Student  Recognition  Day. 

3.  That  continued  emphasis  be  placed  on  electing  a secretary  of  student 
work  in  each  local  society. 

4.  That  the  work  of  the  student  department  be  presented  to  the  local 
society  each  month.  This  should  give  each  member  an  opportunity  to 
know  and  participate  in  student  work  on  the  local  level. 

5.  That  student  information  cards  continue  to  be  sent  to  the  campus 
before  August  1st. 

6.  That  all  graduating  high  school  seniors  be  informed  concerning  the 

work  of  the  church  on  the  campus. 

7.  That  training  opportunities  be  provided  for  student  secretaries  on 
every  level  of  our  society. 

YOUTH  WORK 
Mrs.  W.  F.  Manning 

It  has  been  said  that  Jesus  came  not  to  make  life  easy  but  to  make 
men  great.  Our  work  as  youth  secretaries  is  primarily  that  of  helping  the 
youth  of  our  state  to  become  great  in  the  work  of  our  Father’s  Kingdom. 
Louisiana  youth  during  the  past  year  have  given  through  the  Methodist 
Youth  Fund  $7,943.80  to  help  His  light  shine  throughout  the  world.  The 
youth  of  the  eight  districts  have  made  their  contributions  as  follows: 
Alexandria,  $514.40;  Baton  Rouge,  $1,117.44;  Lafayette,  $244.08;  Lake 
Charles,  $831.18;  Monroe,  $1,801.58;  New  Orleans,  $634.45;  Ruston,  $1,361.68; 
Shreveport,  $1,438.99.  These  youth,  under  the  guidance  of  their  adult 
counselors,  have  used  recommended  mission  studies  and  have  caught  a 
vision  of  the  needs  of  their  fellowman.  Thus  their  giving  for  these  needs 
has  greatly  increased  over  that  of  last  year. 

Many  of  our  districts  have  conducted  tours  of  the  mission  stations  in 
our  state,  taking  many  of  their  youth  so  that  they  might  get  first  hand 
information  of  what  their  missionary  dollars  does  for  those  in  need.  Career 
clinics  have  been  held  to  help  youth  find  their  place  in  Christian  vocations, 
many  are  considering  full-time  service  and  others  have  dedicated  their 
lives  to  the  work  of  His  Kingdom.  Youth  prayer  groups  that  meet  regularly  are 
being  reported  increasingly  by  their  adult  counselors.  Through  these  and 
many  ether  activities  the  adult  workers  with  youth  have  made  an  earnest 
effort  to  let  His  light  shine  through  them  and  draw  the  lives  of  our  youth 
unto  Him. 

It  has  been  a wonderful  privilege  and  experience  to  work  with  these 
youth  and  their  counselors  for  the  past  eighteen  months.  It  is  with  sincere 
regret  and  a feeling  of  great  loss  that  I have  resigned  as  conference  secretary 
of  youth  work.  May  Louisiana  youth  work  continue  to  go  forward  is  my 
earnest  prayer. 
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RECOMMENDATIONS 

As  we  approach  the  end  of  this  Youth  Emphasis  Quadrennium  and  look 
toward  a new  period  in  our  on-going  church,  it  is  recommended: 

1.  That  every  Woman’s  Society  of  Christian  Service  elect  their  best 
qualified  woman  as  the  Secretary  of  Youth  Work,  carefully  following 
the  plan  for  first  consulting  youth  as  given  on  page  19  of  “THE 
GUIDE.” 

2.  That  the  film-strip,  “GIVING  UNLIMITED,”  be  used  in  Methodist 
Youth  Councils  on  all  levels,  in  workshops  on  Christian  Outreach 
and  MY  fund  and  in  training  adult  workers  with  youth.  Also  use 
the  skit  “OUR  YOUTH  FUND”  on  page  34  of  the  January  Method- 
ist Woman  for  promoting  MY  fund. 

3.  That  Conference  and  District  Secretaries  use  every  opportunity  to 
promote  the  youth  literature  for  the  current  missionary  themes  of 
the  Joint  Commission  on  Missionary  Education  through:  (1)  literature 
displays  at  all  spring  meetings  of  the  Woman’s  Society;  (2)  workshops 
and  rallies  of  the  MYF;  (3)  Career  Clinics  for  youth;  and,  (4)  Wo- 
man’s Society  Fall  Seminars. 

4.  That  the  closing  of  the  Youth  Emphasis  Quadrennium  be  made  a 
significant  time  for  honoring  (1)  youth  with  Youth  Memberships  in 
recognition  of  outstanding  leadership  and  dedication  to  service;  and, 
(2)  adults  who  have  done  noteworthy  work  with  youth  by  the  pre- 
sentation of  Adult  Memberships. 

5.  That  Conference  and  District  Secretaries  keep  informed  about  and 
be  willing  to  attend  a Jurisdiction  MYF  Workshop  at  Mt.  Sequoyah 
(August  9-16)  if  and  when  they  are  invited  to  help  fill  adult  quotas 
of  their  conferences. 

6.  That  Secretaries  of  Youth  Work  inspire  women  as  members  of  local 
churches  to  cooperate  in  having  an  active  Committee  on  Christian 
Vocations  in  every  local  church,  to  the  end  that  youth  may  be 
challenged  with  and  guided  toward  church  vocations  as  life-time 
careers. 

CHILDREN'S  WORK 
Mrs.  S.  E.  Richardson,  Secretary 

This  year  has  been  marked  by  a number  of  “firsts”  as  the  work  was 
evaluated.  Our  youngest  district,  Lafayette,  was  the  very  first  to  reach 
100%  in  reporting  and  has  kept  it  up  for  three  quarters.  New  Orleans  district 
reported  from  every  Society  also,  and  Ruston  district  heard  from  all  who 
had  any  type  of  children’s  work  being  done.  Actually  more  Societies  re- 
ported than  the  number  of  elected  Secretaries  of  Children’s  Work. 

Last  fall  Missionary  Education  Workshops  were  held  in  the  Lafayette, 
Ruston,  and  Baton  Rouge  districts  . . . more  firsts.  This  year  we  hope  to 
have  them  in  ALL  districts,  with  Conference  and  District  Secretaries  of 
Children’s  Work  and  Conference  and  District  Directors  of  Children’s  Work 
in  close  cooperation  to  promote  them. 

Current  emphases  in  Missionary  Education  of  children  were  presented 
in  the  three  Children’s  Worker’s  Conferences  held  in  the  state.  “Indian 
Americans”  was  a most  interesting  study,  and  as  a result  children  have 
sent  $142.76  to  Dulac  and  the  Navaho  Methodist  Mission  in  Farmington, 
New  Mexico.  Many  groups  have  enjoyed  the  unit  on  “Spreading  the  Gospel” 
and  have  contributed  $56.39  for  that  cause.  During  the  year,  $501.32  has 
been  given  by  children  through  WSCS  channels. 

New  missionary  materials  for  use  with  children  in  1956-57  are  units  on 
“The  Philippines,”  and  “Southeast  Asia.”  “Migrants”  will  be  the  subject  of 
the  home  study.  A number  of  leaders  of  additional  sessions  are  finding  these 
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materials  quite  helpful,  and  are  using  them  in  Sunday  evening  sessions. 

The  May  and  June  (1956)  METHODIST  WOMAN  carried  Suggested 
Objectives  and  Calendar  of  Activities  which  every  Children’s  Secretary 
should  read  at  once. 

Much  credit  is  due  the  faithful  and  efficient  District  Secretaries  who 
have  presented  the  plans  for  missionary  education  of  children  as  an  integral 
part  of  the  program  of  Christian  education  in  the  church  school.  We  count  it 
a real  privilege  to  be  able  to  lead  boys  and  girls  in  the  fascinating  adventure 
of  making  new  friends  around  the  world. 

RECOMMENDATIONS 

1.  That  a secretary  of  Children’s  Work  be  elected  in  every  Woman’s 
Society  of  Christian  Service.  This  officer  should  be  a leader  qualified 
to  participate  in  the  total  plan  of  the  church  for  children,  and  she 
should  be  elected  by  the  method  outlined  on  page  22  of  A Guide 
for  the  Woman’s  Society  of  Christian  Service,  1952-1956. 

2.  That  secretaries  of  Children’s  Work  take  advantage  of  all  training 
opportunities  available  to  better  equip  themselves  as  officers  of  the 
Woman’s  Society  of  Christian  Service  and  as  workers  with  children. 

3.  That  conference  and  district  secretaries  of  Children’s  Work,  in 
co-operation  with  the  conference  and  district  directors  of  Children’s 
Work,  promote  fall  institutes  on  missionary  education  of  children. 

4.  That  every  secretary  of  Children’s  Work  challenge  each  church  to 
provide  a series  of  additional  sessions  for  the  study  of  at  least  one 
approved  missionary  unit  annually. 

5.  That  secretaries  of  Children’s  Work  keep  informed  about  and  co- 
operate in  plans  for  action  recommended  by  the  Woman’s  Division 
of  Christian  Service  in  issues  related  to  the  welfare  of  all  children, 
such  as:  better  family  life;  juvenile  delinquency;  needs  of  children 
in  expanding  areas  of  population;  public  education;  and  health. 

6.  That  secretaries  of  Children’s  Work  continue  to  study  the  organiza- 
tion and  work  of  the  United  Nations,  being  particularly  alert  to 
issues  affecting  families  or  children. 

7.  That  secretaries  of  Children’s  Work  promote  the  use  of  the  new  free 
leaflets:  The  Nursery  Child  and  Missionary  Education  by  Emma  Jane 
Kramer;  and  The  Kindergarten  Child  and  Missionary  Education  by 
Myra  McKean.  These  leaflets  suggest  definite  ways  that  parents  can 
develop  friendly  attitudes  which  are  basic  to  missionary  education. 

LITERATURE  AND  PUBLICATIONS

Our  progress,  though  not  spectacular,  continues  steadily  upward.  In  South 
Central  Jurisdiction,  Louisiana  is  listed  in  the  plus  Conferences.  Fourth  in 
number  of  societies  reporting.  We  received  reports  from  306  societies  out  of 
330.  We  have  FOUR  districts  reporting  100  per  cent.

D.  Make  determined  effort  to  promote  effectively  all  subscription 
drives  for  THE  METHODIST  WOMAN  and  WORLD  OUT-

E.  Report  full  ON  TIME.

A.  Assume  full  responsibility  for  ordering,  displaying,  and  selling 
literature  at  seminars.

REPORT  OF  SECRETARY  OF  SUPPLY  WORK 
Mrs.  George  E.  Powell,  Secretary 

Louisiana  Conference  was  given  a Cash  Supply  Work  Asking  of 
$8852.00—  $4380.00  for  the  Home  Field  and  $4472.00  for  the  Foreign  Field. 
All  the  Askings  were  overpaid. 

The  total  cash  giving  through  Supply  Work  for  1955-56  was  $16,530.21 
which  was  divided  as  follows:  Home  Field  W.S.C.S.  $7897.63;  W.S.G. 
$1300.74;  Children  $142.76.  Foreign  Field  W.S.C.S.  $6052.80;  W.S.G.  $979.89; 
Children  $156,39 

This  was  an  increase  in  every  area  of  cash  giving  for  Supply  Work 
during  the  quadrennium,  with  the  giving  to  the  foreign  field  showing  the 
greater  gain.  The  children  showed  the  greatest  increase  with  100  per  cent 
on  both  the  Home  and  Foreign  Field.  On  the  Home  Field  the  increase  was 
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as  follows:  W.S.C.S.  $86.46;  W.S.G.  $478.19;  Children  $142.76.  On  the 
Foreign  Field  the  increase  was  W.S.C.S.  $2227.28;  W.S.G.  $106.31;  Chil- 
dren $156.39. 

There  was  a steady  decrease  in  the  gifts  of  new  materials  in  Louisiana 
as  there  was  throughout  the  Woman’s  Division. 

The  definite  Cash  Askings  which  have  been  assigned  to  each  society 
in  Louisiana  have  increased  the  interest  in  the  various  projects  sponsored 
by  the  Woman’s  Division. 

The  coupon  campaign  has  not  been  as  successful  as  we  hoped.  St. 
Mark’s  Camp  needs  equipment.  Save  your  Colgate-Peet  coupons  and  mail 
them  to  St.  Mark’s  Community  Center. 

New  Orleans  and  Lafayette  were  the  only  districts  with  100  per  cent 
reporting.  The  societies  have  done  splendid  work  but  let’s  continue  to 
work  and  pray  until  every  society  has  an  active  Secretary  of  Supply  Work. 

Through  Supply  Work  Cash  giving  the  Woman’s  Society,  Wesleyan  Service 
Guild  and  the  children  have  reached  helping  hands  around  the  world.  May 
God’s  richest  blessings  be  yours  as  you  work  for  Him. 

RECOMMENDATIONS 
WE  RECOMMEND  THAT: 

1.  A secretary  of  Supply  Work  be  at  work  in  every  society,  using  the 
Handbook  for  Secretaries  of  Supply  Work  to  guide  her. 

2.  Every  society  do  some  Supply  Work  for  Home  and/or  Foreign  insti- 
tutions each  quarter,  reporting  all  work  done  on  time. 

3.  Cash  should  be  sent  through  the  treasurers  with  detailed  information 
to  the  treasurer  as  to  country,  institution  and/or  worker,  that  she 
may  direct  the  giving  through  Supply  Work  accurately.  (Please  do 
not  list  Askings  the  gifts  are  to  be  used  for  when  reporting  to  the 
treasurer— only  the  amount.  Exception:  some  foreign  Askings). 

4.  Only  materials  and/or  articles  asked  for  on  the  list  of  Askings  be 
sent  to  an  institution  or  worker.  Strive  to  meet  the  needs  on  the 
Askings  sheet  before  doing  other  Supply  Work. 

5.  A card  or  letter  be  sent  by  local  Supply  Work  secretary  to  the  in- 
stitution or  worker  about  cash  gifts  sent  through  the  treasurer  so 
they  will  know  where  the  money  is  from  when  it  is  sent  to  them  by 
the  Division. 

6.  The  secretary  of  Supply  Work  on  all  levels  serves  on  the  Finance 
Committee. 

7.  In  Reporting:  New  secretaries  will  find  “model”  report  blank  on 
pages  10-11  of  the  Handbook  for  Secretaries  of  Supply  Work. 
Please  follow  this  outline. 

District  secretaries:  Strive  for  100%  reporting.  (This  means  that  each 
society  in  the  district  reporting.  Those  on  modified  plan  report  to 
district  promotion  secretaries,  and  may  be  counted  as  having  re- 
ported. District  secretary  must  check  with  promotion  secretary  each 
quarter  for  this  report  on  societies  on  the  modified  plan.) 

8.  Conference  officers,  district  and  local  secretaries  be  urged  to  attend 
all  training  days  held  in  the  conference,  district  or  local  society, 
and  to  visit  the  institutions  near-by,  that  they  may  be  better  informed 
about  our  work. 
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REPORT  OF  THE  SECRETARY  OF  SPIRITUAL  LIFE 
Mrs.  W.  W.  Paxton,  Secretary 

One  is  aware  as  you  endeavor  to  report  on  the  Spiritual  Life,  that 
sometimes  spiritual  tilings  are  hard  to  put  into  words.  So,  it  is  difficult  to 
tell  of  many  phases  of  our  work  but  I want  to  note  some  that  I can  tell 
about.  There  has  been  a definite  hunger  for  the  “things  of  the  spirit;”  which 
is  reflected  in  an  increased  interest  in  all  eight  districts.  At  the  close  of  this 
year,  I would  like  to  report  the  following: 

1.  We  have  an  increase  in  the  number  of  prayer  groups. 

2.  Most  societies  held  the  Study  of  the  Five  Classics  and  report  it  to 
be  one  of  the  finest  studies  yet.  Many  have  formed  study  groups  as  a result 
to  say  nothing  of  the  large  number  that  will  always  read  and  re-read  these 
classics. 

3.  Both  the  World  Day  of  Prayer  and  The  Week  of  Prayer  and  Self- 
Denial  were  observed  in  the  larger  part  of  our  churches  with  a good  at- 
tendance and  generous  offering.  We  are  certain  that  much  inspiration  was 
received. 

4.  All  during  the  year  numerous  requests  have  been  made  for  Spiritual 
Life  Material  in  addition  to  all  that  have  ben  ordered  from  our  Methodist 
Headquarters. 

5.  The  secretaries  report  that  they  have  cooperated  with  their  pastors  and 
all  groups  in  the  church  in  any  way  possible,  for  the  enrichment  of  the 
spiritual  life  of  their  church. 

6.  Numerous  Retreats,  Days  Apart  and  Sacrificial  meals  have  been  held 
with  appropriate  programs  of  devotion. 

7.  The  Secretaries  all  report  many  and  varied  ministries  of  spiritual 
significance  by  the  local  societies. 

8.  More  are  using  the  Prayer  Calendar  (708  have  reported),  and  all 
secretaries  plan  to  promote  this  more  this  coming  year. 

We  have  much  to  encourage  us,  but  let  us  not  be  complacent.  We 
learned  again,  from  a study  of  the  Classics,  that  CHRISTIANS  ARE  BE- 
COMING. We,  individually  and  as  a society,  want  to  grow  spiritually  this 
coming  year.  Truly,  let  us  “Attempt  great  things  for  God,  expecting  great 
things  from  God.”  It  is  wonderful  to  be  working  with  each  of  you,  and 
may  God  find  us  all  growing  like  Him  in  the  days  ahead. 

RECOMMENDATIONS 

Realizing  that  the  words  “Spiritual  Life”  mean  that  quality  of  life 
which  commits  one  to  grow  continually  in  the  Christian  Way,  rather  than 
marking  him  as  having  already  arrived  in  piety,  it  is  recommended  that: 

1.  EVERY  Woman’s  Society  of  Christian  Service  (on  all  levels)  elect 
a Secretary  of  Spiritual  Life. 

2.  That  EACH  SECRETARY  obtain  and  study  carefully  as  MINIMUM 
TOOLS  of  her  work: 

a.  The  Handbook  for  Secretaries  of  Spiritual  Life  (1956-60)  and  the 
new  report  blank  (both  to  be  ready  after  Mount  Sequoyah);  the 
Spiritual  Life  Packet  (1956-57)  and  the  Prayer  Calendar  for  1956. 
(1957  Calendar  begins  in  January). 

3.  The  secretary  of  Spiritual  Life  FORM  and  USE  the  Standing  Com- 
mittee on  Spiritual  Life  designated  for  her  in  the  Handbook. 

4.  The  secretary  and  her  committee  set  in  motion  every  means  of 
stimulating  spiritual  growth  as  given  in  the  Handbook  under  “Duties 
of  the  Secretary  and  the  Committee  on  Spiritual  Life.”  (You  will  find 
that  the  report  blank  tallies  with  this  under  worship,  prayer,  organi- 
zation, evangelism,  study,  literature,  special  observances). 
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5.  The  secretary  and  her  committee  accept  as  their  first  responsibility 
the  cultivating  of  the  spiritual  life  of  the  Woman’s  Society  and  the 
Guild  as  a part  of  the  church;  and  be  alert  and  cooperative  in  helping 
to  deepen  the  spiritual  life  of  the  entire  church. 

6.  The  secretary  and  her  committee  set  up  a Calendar  of  Activities  to 
meet  needs  of  their  particular  group,  but  guided  in  general  by  sug- 
gestions on  the  Spiritual  Life  page  in  The  Methodist  Woman;  special 
times  for  quiet  and  meditation,  for  going  apart  for  a Day  apart 
or  a Retreat  are  especially  recommended  for  being  included  in  this 
Calendar. 

7.  Promote  at  least  one  prayer  group  in  every  society. 

8.  Prayerfully  and  sincerely  endeavor  to  make  our  Spiritual  Life 
Studies  a real  experience  of  spiritual  growth. 

9.  Encourage  our  local  women  to  plan  now  for  next  summer  as  a time 
of  cultivation  of  the  life  of  the  spirit,  instead  of  taking  it  for  granted 
that  a rising  thermometer  calls  for  a lowering  spiritual  endeavor. 
Occasionally  some  still  report  “The  Usual  Summer  Slump.” 

10.  That  EACH  SECRETARY  of  Spiritual  Life  report  on  time  each 
quarter  to  her  District  Secretary  of  Spiritual  Life. 

STATUS  OF  WOMEN 
Mrs.  A.  F.  Hanson,  Secretary 

This,  my  first  year  as  your  Conference  Secretary  of  Status  of  Women, 
has  been  rich  with  numerous  opportunities  for  training,  learning,  inspiration 
and  sharing.  I was  privileged  to  attend  the  Jurisdiction  School  of  Missions 
at  Mt.  Sequoyah  last  year  as  well  as  our  own  Conference  School  of  Missions 
at  Shreveport  and,  of  course,  both  the  jurisdiction  and  our  own  Annual 
Meeting.  All  of  these  have  helped  me  to  have  a clearer  understanding  of 
our  work  and  to  realize  its  importance  in  the  total  program  of  the  Woman’s 
Society  of  Christian  Service. 

We  now  have  226  secretaries  of  Status  of  Women  in  our  Conference, 
which  is  a slight  increase  over  last  year.  One  of  our  goals  is  to  have  one 
in  each  society.  There  are  67  societies  using  the  Service  Activity  Card 
File  and  41  are  keeping  scrapbooks  and  clipping  files  of  interesting  and 
outstanding  achievements  of  women  throughout  the  world  as  well  as  in 
local  churches,  communities,  etc. 

There  are  approximately  770  women  serving  on  official  boards  in  the 
churches.  Women  are  being  encouraged  to  accept  their  responsibilities  in 
the  church  as  well  as  in  the  home,  community  and  nation. 

At  present,  there  are  a million  and  a half  more  women  than  men  of 
voting  age  in  the  United  States.  Think  of  the  potential  power  in  our 
hands!  Surely,  we  have  a great  responsibility  for  good  government  and  through 
our  local  secretaries  of  Status  of  Women,  our  members  have  been  urged  to 
keep  themselves  informed,  to  support  legislation  for  the  betterment  of 
women,  to  accept  positions  of  leadership  in  civic  affairs,  and  by  all  means,  to 
exercise  their  right  to  vote. 

Greater  interest  in  and  understanding  of  Status  of  Women  Work  has 
been  reported  by  local  and  district  secretaries,  and  they  are  to  be  con- 
gratulated on  the  fine  work  they  are  doing.  Let  us  • re-dedicate  and  re- 
consecrate ourselves  to  the  giving  of  our  very  best  to  our  Master. 

RECOMMENDATIONS 

“There  is  no  east  or  west  ...  no  north  or  south  . . . one  fellowship 
in  Christ  Jesus” 

As  secretaries  of  Status  of  Women,  let  us  rededicate  ourselves  to  the 
task  of  making  these  words  have  added  meaning  as  we  continue  to  lift  the 
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status  of  women  in  our  church,  our  community,  and  the  world.  To  do 
this  it  is  recommended  that  we: 

1.  Continue  to  study  the  needs  of  women  all  over  the  world— Subscribe 
to  and  read  The  Methodist  Woman,  The  World  Outlook,  The  Christian 
Advocate,  The  Church  Woman,  etc. 

2.  Continue  to  share  your  information  and  enthusiasm  concerning  status 
of  women  with  members  of  the  local  societies— Actively  serving  on  the 
Program  Committee;  Actively  serving  on  the  Status  of  Women  Committee; 
Use  of  clip  sheets  and  scrapbooks. 

3.  Continue  to  find  places  where  women  may  serve— Through  the  use 
of  Service  Activity  Cards,  kept  current;  Studying  the  poster  “Legal  Status 
of  Women  in  the  Methodist  Church”;  Working  closely  with  the  members  of 
the  Wesleyan  Service  Guild  so  that  employed  women  may  take  their  rightful 
places  as  workers  in  the  church,  the  community,  the  nation. 

4.  Continue  to  report  all  activities— An  accurate  report,  on  time,  is  our 
measurement  of  progress. 

One  person  can  do  much  to  change  the  status  of  women  throughout 
the  world.  What  then  could  be  accomplished  if  in  every  local  society  we 
had  an  informed,  inspired  secretary  of  Status  of  Women— one  who  is  not  only 
seeking  to  understand  the  world  in  which  she  lives,  but  is  capable  of  discussing 
world  problems  with  others,  and  exemplifies  in  her  own  life  the  Christian 
way  of  life.  Let  us  begin  at  once  to  make  this  a reality! 

To  serve  is  our  privilege, 

To  find  THE  WAY  our  responsibility. 

REPORT  OF  MISSIONARY  PERSONNEL 
Mrs.  J.  T.  Harris,  Secretary 

Although  the  progress  made  in  this  area  of  our  work,  can  not  be  ex- 
pressed in  statistics,  we  do  feel  that  there  has  been  definite  progress  made, 
and  a certain  amount  of  success  achieved.  We  sense  the  fact  that  there  is 
more  real  interest  and  concern  in  the  great  task  of  recruitment,  and  that 
our  whole  church  is  being  informed,  more  than  in  times  past,  about  the 
needs,  both  in  National  and  World  areas.  We  continue  to  encourage  our 
District  Secretaries  to  take  advantage  of  every  available  opportunity  to 
distribute  information  to  young  people  concerning  both  the  needs  and  how 
they  can  fit  themselves  to  meet  these  needs. 

We  have  had  Four  Christian  Career  Climes  this  year,  on  the  District 
level,  with  good  results.  The  Monroe  District  was  most  fortunate  in  having 
Rev.  “Dick”  Belcher  from  the  Interboard  Committee,  in  their  Clinic.  We 
have  served  on  the  Conference  Committee  on  Christian  Vocations  again 
this  year,  and  hope  in  the  coming  year  to  have  a closer  working  relation  with 
this  Committee. 

Through  the  eight  District  Supts.  we  have  urged  that  Christian  Voca- 
tion Committees  be  organized  and  active  in  every  local  church.  This  is  our 
one  hope  in  reaching  the  young  men  and  women  in  our  local  churches. 

It  was  my  very  great  joy  to  visit  Jo  Ann  Richardson,  who  is  a US-2 
serving  in  our  Community  Center  in  Nashville,  Tenn.  Jo  Ann  is  working  with 
a group  of  senior  young  people,  both  in  the  Center  and  the  Church.  We 
are  very  proud  of  the  work  she  and  all  of  our  other  young  women  are 
doing  in  Louisiana  and  elsewhere. 

After  attending  Officer’s  Training  Day  in  Alexandria,  where  four  of 
our  Secretaries  were  in  attendance,  it  was  decided  that  a Mission  Tour 
on  the  Conference  level,  would  not  be  advisable,  unless  we  visited  another 
Conference.  We  did  agree  that  each  District  should  have  a tour,  taking  our 
young  people  to  our  very  own  projects  in  Louisiana.  This  will  be  our 
main  project  this  coming  year. 
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We  regret  losing  the  fine  women  who  have  served  faithfully  and'  well 
in  this  work,  but  we  are  happy  to  welcome  those  who  take  their  places:  Mrs. 
Dixie  Odom,  Baton  Rouge;  Mrs.  C.  M.  Kendrick,  Ruston;  Mrs.  J.  E.  Manis, 
New  Orleans;  and  Mrs.  C.  A.  Black,  Shreveport. 

We  urge  every  woman  in  our  great  organization  to  pray  very  earnestly 
that  more  of  our  young  men  and  women  will  be  challenged  to  answer 
the  call  to  full-time  Christian  service,  to  help  bring  about  The  Kingdom 
of  our  Lord. 

RECOMMENDATIONS 

We  heartily  recommend: 

1.  That  every  local  society  cooperate  with  the  District  Secretary  of 
Missionary  Personnel  in  promoting  a Christian  Career  Clinic  in  her 
district. 

2.  That  we  work  toward  a Conference-wide  Missionary  Tour  in  the 
coming  year. 

3.  That  the  Secretaries  of  Youth  and  Student  work,  on  the  local  level, 
continue  to  feel  a definite  responsibility  in  recruiting  young  men 
and  women  for  Full  Time  Christian  Service. 

4.  That  since  this  is  such  an  important  office,  and  so  much  depends  on 
the  interest  and  activities  of  tire  Secretary,  that  much  prayer  and 
care  be  given  to  the  election  of  this  officer  when  a vacancy  occurs. 

5.  That  the  recruitment  program  continue  to  be  a “Prayer  Project” 
in  every  local  society,  and  that  we  as  individual  members,  pray  daily 
that  more  young  men  and  women  will  answer  the  Call. 

WESLEY  FOUNDATION 

Ann  Adams,  Director,  Northwestern  State  College 

GREETINGS  from  all  concerned  with  the  Church  in  its  witness  to 
tlie  Northwestern  campus.  This  has  been  another  year  filled  with  opportunity 
for  service,  and  unique  in  the  fact  that  it  has  opened  doors  that  have  been 
closed  in  the  past. 

The  Methodist  student  enrollment  reached  a total  of  439  in  the  1955-56 
session.  69  of  these  are  nurses  in  the  Clinical  Area  and  graduate  students  in 
extension  classes,  leaving  a total  of  370  on  campus. 

71  students  have  been  in  the  active  program  of  the  Wesley  Foundation, 
and  at  least  175  have  been  casually  affected  by  some  area  of  the  program. 
An  attempt  has  been  made  to  reach  all  439  in  as  many  ways  as  possible. 

The  Wesley  Foundation  year  began  in  September  with  the  3-day 
“Methodist  Call”  led  by  Rev.  Douglas  McGuire  of  Shreveport.  This  special 
emphasis  opened  the  way  for  a series  of  high  spots  which  I will  list  below: 

1.  A renewed  interest  among  a number  of  students  in  applying  their 
Christian  beliefs  in  new  areas.  This  led  to  leadership  furnished  for  a weekly 
extended  session  of  the  Sunday  School  for  children  in  the  Asbury  Methodist 
Church,  ending  in  a Training  Course  for  teachers  taught  by  Mrs.  Jack 
Fisher. 

2.  A Christian  Vocations  Clinic  jointly  sponsored  by  the  Methodist  and 
Presbyterian  student  groups,  and  an  unusually  effective  study  group  spon- 
sored by  the  same  groups,  dealing  with  the  subject,  “The  Church  In  a World 
In  Revolution.” 

3.  A special  emphasis  in  missions  and  the  World  Christian  Community, 
throughout  the  year,  climaxed  by  an  Indian  Festival,  with  Mrs.  W.  F.  Pledger, 
a missionary  to  India  for  15  years,  speaking  and  exhibiting  an  elaborate 
collection  of  Indian  craft,  foods,  art,  religious  symbolism,  and  wearing  ap- 
parel. As  a result  of  the  year’s  emphasis,  the  Wesleyan  Foundation  has  con- 
tributed $200.00  to  the  Methodist  Student  Fellowship  Fund,  $5.00  to  the 
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Indian  Student  Christian  Movement,  and  $7.00  to  the  World  Student  Christian 
Federation— this  in  addition  to  a much  clearer  understanding  of  the  missionary 
outreach  of  the  Church. 

4.  Wesley  Foundation  cooperation  in  the  first  Religious  Center- “Hanging 
of  the  Greens”  at  Christmas  time  and  the  first  Religious  Center  Christmas 
party  for  Negro  members  of  the  working  staff  of  die  college. 

5.  The  special  annual  observances  of  Brotherhood  Week,  Universal 
Day  of  Prayer  for  students,  and  Easter. 

One  of  the  doors  mentioned  above,  that  has  actually  opened  this  year, 
has  been  the  final  purchase  of  the  house  and  lot  on  College  Avenue 
which  will  serve  as  the  new  Methodist  Student  Center.  The  Alexandria  Dis- 
trict, in  a fine  spirit  of  cooperation,  assumed  responsibility  for  financing  the 
purchase,  for  which  we  are  most  grateful.  Renovation  will  begin  early 
in  June,  which  means  that  the  building  should  be  ready  for  use  by  the 
first  of  July. 

The  year  for  the  Director  has  been  filled  with  increased  opportunity 
for  counseling  and  interpreting  the  Christian  gospel  in  terms  of  today’s  campus 
and  every  day  problems.  Deep  satisfaction  has  been  felt  in  seeing  the  largest 
number  of  students  assuming  responsibility  for  dynamic  Christian  leader- 
ship than  in  any  of  the  past  five  years.  Beyond  the  actual  work  with 
students  has  come  the  opportunity  to  teach  one  of  the  study  courses  for  the 
local  W.S.C.S.;  to  speak  before  the  Zone  meeting  of  the  W.S.C.S.,  the  sub- 
district  Pastor’s  meeting,  the  District  Conference;  to  represent  the  South 
Central  Region  of  the  Methodist  Student  Movement  at  the  National  Com- 
mission meeting  at  Purdue  University;  to  serve  as  Co-Dean  for  the  Regional 
Conference  at  Mt.  Sequoyah;  preparing  to  serve  as  Dean  of  the  1956 
Regional;  and  to  serve  on  the  Executive  Committee  of  the  National  Methodist 
Student  Workers’  Association.  Deep  thanks  are  given  to  God  for  these  addi- 
tional opportunities. 

Again,  we  express  sincere  appreciation  to  this  Church,  and  to  its  Pastor, 
Rev.  Benedict  Galloway,  for  constant  cooperation,  many  expressions  of  faith 
and  encouragement.  Without  these,  the  year  would  not  have  been  possible. 
And  above  all,  we  give  the  final  praise  and  glory  to  God,  our  Father. 


REPORT  OF  LOUISIANA  TECH  WESLEY  FOUNDATION 

During  June  of  1955  the  new  student  center  was  ready  for  occupancy 
and  Wesley  Foundation  members  excitedly  moved  to  their  new  home.  They 
loved  the  beautiful  new  structure,  but  its  beauty,  space,  furniture,  and 
swankiness  almost  baffled  them.  Therefore,  most  of  the  summer  was  spent 
in  learning  to  feel  at  home  in  their  surroundings  and  in  showing  people 
over  the  new  building. 

Four  representatives  of  Wesley  Foundation  attended  Regional  Con- 
ference and  wrestled  with  campus  problems,  campus  emphasis,  and  campus 
potentials.  This  conference  was  followed  by  the  Louisiana  State  Fall  Plan- 
ning Retreat.  About  fifteen  of  the  Tech  council  members  met  and  made 
specific  plans  at  Retreat  for  the  1955-56  school  year.  Programs  flourished 
on  paper,  but  not  so  rapidly  in  reality.

Tech  has  retained  the  following  areas  of  their  old  weekly  program: 

(1)  Sunday  and  Thursday  evening  Vespers,  (2)  Church  School,  (3)  Drive-In 
Luncheon,  (4)  Choir  practice,  (5)  Open  House,  (6)  Council  Meetings,  (7) 
Prayertime,  (8)  Deputations,  (9)  Social  and  recreational  events.  In  addition, 
the  following  areas  have  been  added:  (1)  Daily  meditation  in  evenings, 

(2)  Bible  Study,  (3)  Skeptics  Hour,  (4)  Married  Couples’  Luncheon.  Attend- 
ance has  not  been  what  we  hoped  in  Bible  Study,  Meditations,  and  Skeptics 
Hour,  but  things  are  looking  up  and  continuance  seems  advisable  in  each 
area. 
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This  year  has  brought  the  greatest  missionary  emphasis  and  response 
known  by  the  director. 

Worship  programs  have  improved  in  content,  technique,  and  spirit. 
The  lovely  new  chapel,  with  its  organ  (purchased  by  students),  has  aided 
worship  at  the  center  tremendously. 

We  solicit  the  help  of  local  churches  from  whence  the  Tech  students 
come  for:  (1)  Acquainting  high  school  students  with  the  purpose  and  program 
of  Wesley  Foundation.  (2)  Making  known  the  $5.00  Plan  and  the  money 
sent  by  home  churches  to  promote  Wesley  Foundation  Programs  for  students 
attending  state  schools,  (3)  Asking  Wesley  Foundation  director  or  representa- 
tive to  meet  and  speak  to  graduating  seniors  before  they  reach  the  college 
campus.  Leaders  in  the  local  M.Y.F.  often  stray  away  from  Wesley  when 
they  are  invited  to  attend  the  open  council  meetings  of  Wesley  Foundation. 
Pre-school  planning  does  not  come  to  focus  in  their  thinking— nor  do  they 
realize  that  the  officers  are  elected  and  go  to  work  in  May  before  Freshmen 
arrive  in  September.  To  high  school  leaders  committee  work  seems  un- 
important We  need  your  help  in  this  area. 

This  has  been  a hard,  full,  challenging  year.  Prayer  has  been  answered. 
Some  have  grown— many  remain  untouched.

BUSINESS  GIRLS'  INN 
Haze!  F.  Cooper,  Director 

For  twenty-eight  years  Business  Girls’  Inn  and  its  predecessor,  Jubilee 
Inn  has  served  as  a “home  away  from  home”  for  girls  coming  to  Shreveport. 
Primarily  serving  the  Ark-La-Tex  region,  we  have  had  girls  during  the  year 
from  Ohio  and  Virginia. 

It  is  the  purpose  of  the  Inn: 

1.  To  help  a girl  adjust  from  a dependent  individual  at  home  to  an 
independent  member  of  the  community. 

2.  To  assist  her  in  living  for  a reasonable  sum  until  she  is  established 
in  her  job  and  has  sufficient  income  and  judgment  to  live  inde- 
pendently. 

3.  To  furnish  proper  food. 

4.  To  help  her  make  friends  and  establish  herself  in  a church  home 
and  community  activities. 

5.  To  help  her  become  a mature  person. 

People  often  ask,  “Why  does  the  Woman’s  Division  invest  in  this  type 
of  work”?  “If  girls  are  self  supporting,  why  spend  money  in  this  way”?  The 
answer  is  that  it  is  possible  for  a young  woman  to  be  self  supporting  without 
adequate  experience  or  judgment  to  be  self  sufficient. 

There  is  a great  difference  between  a home  such  as  the  Inn  and  a 
boarding  house  which  would  be  the  only  solution  for  a girl  alone  in  the  city. 
It  is  a venture  in  cooperative  living  with  a Christian  atmosphere.  The  Inn 
represents  the  church  in  the  community  and  Christian  young  people  in 
particular.  It  sets  certain  standards  of  conduct  and  consideration  for  the 
rights  and  privileges  of  others. 

Life  is  never  dull  in  a household  of  fifty  teen-age  and  just  past  teen- 
age girls.  During  the  year  one  hundred  and  two  girls  have  been  resident. 
Twenty-one  left  to  take  apartments,  twenty-five  to  be  married,  thirteen 
returned  to  their  home  towns  to  take  jobs,  three  including  one  of  those  who 
married  had  lived  their  allotted  three  years  and  one  was  able  to  go  to 
college.

Children  of  both  sexes  are  admitted  whose  normal  family  life  has  been 
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interrupted  by  broken  homes,  death,  desertion,  separation,  divorce,  long-time 
illnesses  and  generally  inadequate  homes. 


The  Center  endeavors  to  fill  the  gap  in  their  lives  by  providing  their 
essential  needs:  love,  understanding,  compassion,  and  security,  along  with 
some  luxuries-that  they,  too,  may  have  the  opportunity  as  Jesus  co  grow 
in  wisdom,  stature,  and  in  favor  with  God  and  man. 


Our  goal  this  past  year  has  been  met  to  a remarkable  degree  through 
the  children’s  participation  in  church  and  on  campus  religious  and  community 
activities,  varied  recreational  and  cultural  program,  on  the  job  training 
program  supervised  by  adult  leadership-they  learn  how  to  keep  house,  to 
sew  iron,  cook,  plan  menus,  take  care  of  the  campus  and  minor  repairs,  attend 
activities  in  the  schools  which  they  are  enrolled.  The  children  and  parents 
have  both  on  and  off  campus  visiting  privileges. 


The  most  significant  accomplishment  of  the  year  is  the  individual  attention 
which  our  children  have  been  given  through  Mental  Hygiene,  Psychiatric, 
Guidance  and  Evaluation  Genters  and  Clinics.  They,  also,  have  general  and 
special  medical  care  as  indicated.  With  such  splendid  cooperation  from  the 
sources  mentioned,  we  can  plan  for  the  childrens  future  in  a more  intelligent 
manner,  and  especially  for  the  greatly  deprived. 

During  the  oast  year,  we  have  given  care  to  thirty-two  children.  Nine 
of  the  children  since  the  latter  part  of  December,  have  been  re-established 
in  their  rightful  homes  due  to  our  case  work  with  the  children  and  parents 
over  a period  of  time. 


We  have,  presently,  on  our  campus  twenty  children  ages  Q to  15  years 
who,  except  for  very  short  vacations,  will  remain  on  the  campus  this  summer. 

People  have  visited  this  past  year  from  Arkansas,  Texas,  Mississippi, 
Missouri,  Pennsylvania,  and  Louisiana  on  Tours  With  a Mission.  Other  cours 
are  scheduled  for  this  summer.  The  New  Orleans  District  Junior  Camp 
was  also  conducted  last  year  on  our  campus. 


We  are,  indeed  grateful  to  the  Conference  and  the  Jurisdiction  for  their 
interest  in  our  Center,  your  continued  cooperation,  encouragement,  prayers, 
and  material  gifts-all  these  are  to  our  children  symbols  of  love  and  be- 
longing to-and  above  all  a symbol  of  security.  Our  children  are  very  ap- 
preciative of  the  repairs  to  our  various  building  and  the  new  equipment 
which  has  made  our  buildings  more  home-like.  Such  feeling  of  security 
helps  our  children,  physically,  emotionally,  mentally,  and  spiritually. 

One  little  six  year  old  boy  expressed  very  vividly  and  directly  his  feeling 
of  security  when  he  said  he  loved  to  be  at  MacDonell,  because  he  knew 
that  he  was  going  to  get  three  meals  a day  and  he  always  knew  when  to 
go  to  his  meals  because  we  rang  the  bell  for  each  meal.  This  little  fellow 
is  satisfied  and  happy  with  us,  although  he  misses  his  parents  he  never 
complains.  He  received  a certificate  of  honor  froh  his  school  for  doing  excellent 
work  and  having  a 100  per  cent  regular  attendance. 


Most  of  the  children  are  happy  and  it  has  been  a ]oy  to  the  staff  to 
see  them  striving  to  meet  the  goal,  which  in  our  minds,  each  as  an  individual, 
that  we  want  them  to  meet. 

We  must  keep  in  mind,  at  all  times,  that  we  have  with  us  some  of 
the  most  deprived  children  in  the  world,  therefore,  it  takes  a long  time 
to  get  them  in  good  physical  and  emotional  condition.  The  children  s 
problems— that  of  their  parents— is  a heavy  burden  for  such  little  children.

DEPARTMENT  OF  LAW 


BY-LAWS  OF  LOUISIANA  CONFERENCE 
WOMAN'S  SOCIETY  OF  CHRISTIAN  SERVICE 

Constitution  and  by-laws  for  all  Conference  Societies  will  be  found  in 
the  new  Hand  Book,  and  the  Annual  Report  of  the  Woman’s  Division  of 
Christian  Service. 

ARTICLE  I.— Elections 

Section  1.  Only  women  residing  within  the  bounds  of  the  Conference 
shall  be  elected  as  Conference  officers. 

Section  2.  Officers  shall  be  elected  biennially  for  a term  of  four  years. 
No  officer  may  immediately  succeed  herself  in  the  same  office,  with  die 
exception  of  the  treasurer,  who  may  be  elected  for  one  additional  term. 
The  term  of  office  for  all  officers  shall  begin  June  1.  The  outgoing  officer 
shall  make  the  annual  report. 

To  prevent  vacancies  in  all  offices  at  the  same  time,  the  following 
shall  be  elected  at  the  annual  meeting  the  second  year  of  the  quadrennium: 
a ©resident,  a treasurer,  a secretary  of  Student  Work,  a secretary  of  Youth 
Work,  a secretary  of  Children’s  Work,  a secretary  of  Status  of  Women, 
and  a secretary  of  Missionary  Personnel. 

At  the  annual  meeting  of  the  fourth  year  of  the  quadrennium  the 
following  officers  shall  be  elected:  a vice-president,  a recording  secretary,  a 
secretary  of  Promotion,  a secretary  of  Missionary  Education,  a secretary  of 
Christian  Social  Relations,  a secretary  of  Literature  and  Publications,  a sec- 
retary of  Supply  Work,  a secretary  of  Spiritual  Life  Cultivation.  Election 
shall  be  by  ballot,  a majority  vote  constituting  election. 

Section  3.  (a)  At  the  last  meeting  of  the  quadrennium  the  Conference 

Society  shall  elect  six  delegates  to  the  Jurisdiction  Society,  all  of  whom  shall 
be  Conference  officers.  Three  of  these,  including  the  president  shall  be  by 
office,  the  other  three  shall  be  elected  by  name. 

(b)  If  and  when  vacancies  occur  in  the  offices  designated  during  the 
quadrennium,  the  successor  in  office  shall  be  considered  the  Conference  rep- 
resentative. Vacancies  among  those  elected  by  name  shall  be  filled  by  the 
Executive  Committee. 

(c)  Election  shall  be  by  ballot,  a majority  vote  constituting  election. 

Section  4.  Delegates  from  the  Conference  Society  to  the  quadrennial 
Assembly  shall  be  the  Conference  president  and  one  other  Conference  officer, 
elected  by  the  Conference  Executive  Committee  at  the  last  meeting  preceding 
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the  Assembly.  Other  representatives  from  the  Conference  shall  be  the  Con- 
ference secretary  of  the  Wesleyan  Service  Guild  or  her  representative,  and 
one  delegate  from  each  District,  who  shall  be  a District  officer,  elected 
by  the  District  Executive  Committee  at  the  last  meeting  preceding  the 
Assembly.  The  expenses  of  the  District  representative  shall  be  paid  by  the 
Districts. 


ARTICLE  II.— Vacancies 

Section  1.  When  vacancies  among  Conference  officers,  or  standing  com- 
mittees occur  during  the  year  they  shall  be  filled  by  the  Administrative  Com- 
mittee with  ratification  by  the  Executive  Committee  until  the  next  regular 
election. 

Section  2.  When  three  years  or  more  of  an  unexpired  term  of  office  is 
filled  in  a Conference  office,  it  shall  constitute  a full  term  of  office. 

ARTICLE  III.— Executive  Committee 

Section  1.  The  Executive  Committee  of  the  Conference  shall  be  com- 
posed of  the  officers,  the  District  Presidents,  District  treasurers,  District  sec- 
retaries of  Promotion,  and  such  persons  as  the  Conference  society  may  de- 
termine. A majority  shall  constitute  a quorum.  Any  member  of  the  Woman’s 
Division,  and  any  Jurisdiction  officers  residing  within  the  bounds  of  the  Con- 
ference shall  be  members  of  the  Executive  Committee. 

The  Executive  Committee  of  the  conference  shall  be  the  coordinating 
group  for  the  total  educational  and  promotional  program  in  the  Conference 
and  shall  determine  the  officer  responsible  for  publicity  in  the  press. 

Section  2.  There  shall  be  an  Administrative  Committee  composed  of  the 
president,  who  shall  be  chairman,  the  vice-president,  the  recording  secre- 
tary, the  treasurer,  the  Secretary  of  Promotion,  the  secretary  of  Status  of 
Women  and  the  chairman  of  the  Research  Committee.  This  committee  shall 
have  the  power  to  serve  as  an  Ad  Interim  Committee. 

ARTICLE  IV.— Funds 

Section  1.  All  officers  shall  submit  itemized  expense  accounts  quarterly, 
and  in  as  far  as  possible  keep  within  the  amount  heretofore  advanced: 
President,  $25.00;  vice-president,  secretaries  of  Promotion,  Missionary  Edu- 
cation and  Service,  Student  Work,  Youth  Work,  Children’s  Work,  and  Mis- 
sionary Personnel,  $12.50;  treasurer,  $10.00;  Literature  and  Publications, 
$15.00.  Itemized  expense  accounts  may  be  submitted  in  advance  of  expendi- 
tures or  afterwards. 

Section  2.  A sum  not  to  exceed  $300.00  per  year  shall  be  allowed  the 
secretary  of  Christian  Social  Relations  for  the  promotion  of  this  department 
of  work  in  the  Conference. 

Section  3.  Sixty  cents  per  member  shall  be  set  aside  by  the  treasurer 
for  the  cultivation  fund,  membership  to  be  based  on  enrollment  as  of  the 
end  of  the  fourth  quarter  of  the  preceding  year.  Expenses  of  officers, 
speakers  at  Annual  Meetings,  expense  of  Executive  meetings,  expenses  of 
delegates  to  Jurisdiction  Conference  of  the  Woman’s  Society  of  Christian 
Service,  expense  for  promotional  and  educational  work  of  the  Conference 
Society  shall  be  paid  from  this  cultivation  fund.  All  monies  in  the  fund  at 
the  end  of  the  fiscal  year  over  the  amount  necessary  to  adequately  carry 
on  the  Conference  Work  shall  revert  to  the  general  fund. 

Section  4.  Each  local  society  shall  include  in  its  budget  for  District 
Cultivation,  an  amount  equal  to  ten  cents  per  member,  to  be  remitted  to 
the  District  treasurer. 

Section  5.  District  treasurers  shall  set  aside  $25.00  each  year  for  the 
expenses  of  a delegate  to  the  Assembly. 

ARTICLE  V.-Districts 

Section  1.  Districts  shall  be  divided  into  zones  according  to  their 
size.  A leader  for  each  zone  shall  be  appointed  by  the  District  President  for 
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a term  of  two  years  with  the  privilege  of  re-appointment  for  one  additional 
term.  The  zone  leaders  shall  hold  not  less  than  two  meetings  in  their  respec- 
tive zones  each  year.  A collection  may  be  taken  at  each  meeting.  The  leader 
may  deduct  any  necessary  expense  of  the  meeting  before  remitting  to  the 
District  treasurer. 

Section  2.  District  officers  shall  be  elected  for  a term  of  two  years, 
with  the  privilege  of  re-election  for  one  additional  term  in  the  same  office, 
with  the  possible  exception  of  the  treasurer,  whose  term  is  limited  to  eight 
years.  One  year  or  more  of  an  unexpired  term  shall  constitute  a full  term, 
with  privilege  of  re-election.  The  term  of  all  officers  shall  begin  June  1.  The 
outgoing  officer  shall  make  the  annual  report. 

To  prevent  vacancies  in  all  offices  at  the  same  time,  the  offices  shall 
be  divided  into  two  groups,  with  the  election  of  one  group  each  year. 

Group  number  one  to  be  composed  of:  a president,  a treasurer,  secretaries 
of  Student  Work,  Youth  Work,  Children’s  Work,  Status  of  Women  and 
Missionary  Personnel.  Group  number  two  shall  be  composed  of:  a vice- 

president,  a recording  secretary,  secretaries  of  Promotion,  Missionary  Edu- 
cation and  Service,  Christian  Social  Relations,  Literature  and  Publications. 
Supply  Work,  and  Spiritual  Life  Cultivation.  The  District  Woman’s  Society 
of  Christian  Service  shall  determine  the  method  of  election  of  its  officers. 

Section  3.  The  District  Executive  Committee  shall  be  composed  of 

the  District  officers,  the  Conference  and  Jurisdiction  officers  and  members 
of  the  Woman’s  Division  residing  in  the  District. 

ARTICLE  VI.— Standing  Committees 

Section  1.  There  shall  be  a Standing  Committee  on  Spiritual  Life 

whose  endeavor  shall  be  to  quicken  the  spiritual  life  of  all  Methodist  women 
by  helping  them  to  deepen  their  prayer  life  and  to  increase  their  sense  of 
responsibility  for  personal  service  and  giving.  This  committee  shall  keep 
in  touch  with  the  spiritual  movement  of  the  times  and  by  prayerful  re- 
search develop  a clearer  appreciation  of  the  meaning  of  Christian  living. 
It  shall  promote  Christian  stewardship,  informal  studies  and  the  use  of  the 
Bible  and  other  devotional  materials.  The  committee  shall  devise  definite 
means  of  permeating  the  local  church  with  a spiritual  power  that  should 
lead  to  deeper  consecration  and  to  more  active  service. 

Section  2.  There  shall  be  a Standing  Committee  on  Christian  Social 
Relations,  which  may  include  District  secretaries  of  Christian  Social  Relations 
or  other  specially  trained  leaders  in  the  field  of  social  action,  including  the 
Wesleyan  Service  Guild  members,  and  members  of  the  department  of  Christian 
Social  Relations  of  the  Woman’s  Division  residing  within  the  Conference. 
This  committee  shall  make  recommendations  to  the  Conference  Society 
concerning  the  work  of  Christian  Social  Relations  in  accord  with  the  lines  of 
work  outlined  by  the  Division  and  Jurisdiction, 

Section  3.  There  shall  be  a Standing  Committee  on  Study  and  Action, 
composed  of  the  secretaries  of  Missionary  Education  and  Service,  of 
Christian  Social  Relations,  of  the  Wesleyan  Service  Guild  and  of  Spiritual  Life 
Cultivation. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  this  committee  to  consider  all  plans  and  recom- 
mendations referred  to  the  Conference  by  the  Jurisdiction  Committee  on 
Summer  Schools  and  Conferences;  to  make  recommendations  concerning 
the  use  of  approved  study  courses,  joint  study  courses  and  cooperative 
courses.  It  may  recommend  also  special  informal  studies  in  line  with  major 
needs.  This  committee  shall  develop  a correlated  program  of  education  and 
action  for  the  year  and  make  recommendations  concerning  the  same  to  the 
Conference  Society. 

Section  4.  There  shall  be  a Standing  Committee  on  Finance.  This 
committee  shall  be  composed  of  the  treasurer  of  the  Conference,  as  chairman; 
the  president,  the  secretary  of  Promotion,  the  secretary  of  Missionary  Edu- 
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cation  and  Service,  the  secretary  of  Christian  Social  Relations,  the  secretary 
of  the  Wesleyan  Service  Guild,  the  treasurers  of  the  districts  and  a limited 
number  of  women  appointed  at  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Conference  Society. 

This  committee  shall  meet  at  least  semi-annually,  and  on  call  of  the 
chairman.  It  shall  study  the  strength  of  the  society  in  the  local  churches, 
and  the  pledges  made;  become  informed  of  Conference  income  and  dis- 
bursements, local  financial  possibilities  and  problems;  and  assist  by  counsel 
in  the  forming  of  the  Conference  pledge  and  budget. 

Section  5.  There  shall  be  a Standing  Committee  on  Status  of  Women. 
It  shall  be  the  duty  of  this  committee  to  study  the  status  of  women  in 
the  local  church,  the  community,  the  state,  the  nation  and  in  other  lands. 
This  study  shall  include  the  bases  of  Woman’s  place  and  the  questions 
that  affect  her  place  in  society  and  in  the  church.  The  committee  shall  make 
recommendations  to  the  Conference  Society  for  the  promotion  of  such  lines 
of  activities  as  will  improve  her  status  and  enable  her  to  serve  effectively. 

Section  6.  There  shall  be  a Standing  Committee  on  Missionary 
Personnel,  composed  of  the  Conference  secretary  of  Missionary  Personnel, 
who  shall  be  chairman,  the  Conference  president,  the  Promotion  secretary,  the 
secretary  of  Wesleyan  Service  Guild,  the  secretary  of  Student  Work,  the 
secretary  of  Youth  Work,  and  the  women  members  of  the  Joint  Committee 
on  Missionary  Personnel  of  the  Board  of  Missions  and  Church  Extensions, 
and  of  the  Committee  on  Missionary  Personnel  of  the  Woman’s  Division 
residing  within  the  Conference.  Others  with  experience  in  personnel  work  may 
be  co-opted. 

This  committee  shall  work  in  cooperation  with  the  committee  on 
Missionary  Personnel  of  the  Woman’s  Division.  It  shall  search  for  conse- 
crated young  women  of  training  and  experience  who  may  be  available  for 
Christian  service;  it  shall  interpret  the  standards  of  candidates  for  the 
types  of  service  needed;  it  shall  explain  to  prospective  candidates  the 
procedure  in  making  applications  to  the  Board;  it  shall  recommend  to  the 
personnel  secretary  of  the  Joint  Committee  on  Missionary  Personnel  of  the 
Board  the  names  of  such  persons  who  in  the  judgment  of  the  committee 
shall  be  considered  as  prospective  candidates;  it  shall  cooperate  in  making 
plans  for  visitation  within  the  Conference  in  the  interest  of  personnel  work. 
The  committee  shall  send  an  annual  report  of  its  activities  to  the  secretary 
of  Missionary  Personnel  of  the  Jurisdiction. 

Section  7.  There  shall  be  a Standing  Committee  on  Constitution  and 
By-Laws  consisting  of  five  members.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  this  committee 
to  watch  all  proposed  legislation  and  call  attention  to  any  over-lapping, 
conflicting  or  unnecessary  items.  It  shall  prepare  for  use  in  the  annual 
report,  a copy  of  the  By-Laws  adopted  by  the  Conference,  of  the  Standing 
Rules  and  Rules  of  Order.  The  chairman  shall  be  elected  by  the  Executive 
Committee. 

Section  8.  (a)  An  Advisory  Committee  shall  be  set  up  to  help  :'n 
planning  and  interpreting  the  work  in  the  conference  where  there  are  one  or 
more  Rural  Work  Projects.  It  shall  be  composed  of  the  president  of  the 
Conference  Society,  the  secretary  of  Missionary  Education,  the  chairman 
of  the  Board  of  Missions  of  the  Annual  Conference,  the  Executive  secretary 
of  the  Board  of  Education,  the  chairman  of  the  Town  and  Country  Com- 
mission, the  District  Superintendents  of  the  Districts  in  which  Rural  Workers 
are  located,  and  one  or  more  members-at-large.  The  Executive  Secretary  of 
the  Town  and  Country  Bureau  of  the  Woman’s  Division  shall  be  an  ex- 
officio  member  of  the  committee.  While  the  committee  may  make  recom- 
mendations the  actual  decision  as  to  the  area  in  which  the  Rural  Worker 
shall  serve  rests  with  the  Conference  Executive  Committee  of  the  Woman’s 
Society  of  Christian  Service.  The  Rural  Deaconess  shall  report  quarterly  to 
the  Rural  Advisory  Committee,  who  shall  direct  her  work. 

(b).  There  shall  be  set  up  in  each  District  where  there  is  a Rural 
Worker,  a District  Advisory  sub-committee,  composed  of  the  members  of 
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the  Conference  Advisory  Committee  residing  in  the  District,  and  any  additional 
members  which  the  Conference  Advisory  Committee  may  wish  to  add.  The 
sub-committee  shall  recommend  to  the  Executive  Committee  of  the  Con- 
ference the  advisability  of  continuing  each  worker  in  the  District. 

Section  9.  There  shall  be  a Research  Committee  consisting  of  the 
District  secretaries  of  Promotion,  the  Conference  secretary  of  Status  of 
Women,  with  a chairman  elected  by  the  Executive  Committee.  It  shall 
be  the  duty  of  this  committee  to  search  for  specially  qualified  women  in 
the  Conference  who  may  serve  as  officers  and  chairmen  of  the  Standing 
Committees.  It  shall  report  its  findings  when  called  for,  to  the  Conference 
Society. 

Section  10.  There  shall  be  a committee  on  School  of  Missions  and 
Christian  Service,  with  a chairman  elected  annually.  This  committee  shall  be 
composed  of:  the  vice-president,  the  secretaries  of  Promotion,  Missionary 
Education  and  Service,  Christian  Social  Relations,  Wesleyan  Service  Guild, 
Literature  and  Publications,  Spiritual  Life  Cultivation,  and  such  other  members 
as  may  be  authorized  by  the  Executive  Committee.  This  committee  shall 
plan  and  promote  a Conference  School  of  Missions  and  Christian  Service 
which  shall  give  emphasis  to  the  world  mission  of  the  Christian  Church 
through  the  integrated  program  of  missionary  education,  Christian  Social 
Relations,  Spiritual  Life  Cultivation  and  Program  building,  and  which  shall 
train  leadership  for  the  promotion  of  the  total  program  of  the  Woman’s 
Society  of  Christian  Service. 

Section  11.  There  shall  be  a Standing  Committee  on  Annual  Report 
composed  of  the  Recording  secretary,  who  shall  be  chairman,  the  president, 
the  treasurer,  the  secretary  of  Promotion,  and  the  secretary  of  the  Wesleyan 
Service  Guild.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  this  committee  to  edit  and  publish  the 
Annual  Report  of  the  Conference  Society. 

Section  12.  There  shall  be  a Standing  Committee  of  the  Wesleyan 
Service  Guild  composed  of  the  Conference  secretary  of  Wesleyan  Service 
Guild  as  chairman,  the  Guild  secretary  from  each  District  in  the  Conference, 
and  four  representatives  from  the  Woman’s  Society  of  Christian  Service  within 
the  Conference,  two  of  whom  shall  be  the  conference  secretary  of  Promotion 
and  the  conference  treasurer;  the  other  two  to  be  elected  by  the  Conference 
Wesleyan  Service  Guild,  and  such  additional  members  as  the  work  demands. 
It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Guild  Committee  to  assist  the  Conference  sec- 
retary of  the  Guild  in  the  promotion  of  Guild  work  in  the  Conference. 

Section  13.  There  shall  be  a committee  on  Annual  Meeting  Program, 
composed  of  the  president,  the  vice-president,  the  recording  secretary,  and 
such  other  members  as  may  be  needed.  The  committee  shall  elect  its  chair- 
man annually. 


ARTICLE  VII.— Amendments 

Section  1.  All  proposed  changes  to  the  by-laws  shall  be  sent  to  the 
Committee  on  Constitution  and  By-Laws  thirty  days  before  the  annual 
meeting  of  the  Conference,  and  copies  shall  be  made  for  distribution  to  the 
delegates. 

RULES  OF  ORDER 

1.  Each  meeting  shall  open  and  close  with  a religious  service. 

2.  All  resolutions  shall  be  presented  in  writing  and  signed  by  two 
members. 

3.  Courtesies  shall  be  limited  to  ten  minutes  before  the  noon  devotional 
service. 


STANDING  RULES  OF  THE  CONFERENCE 

1.  All  communications  from  the  Conference  officers,  such  as  circulars, 
letters,  literature,  etc.,  that  go  to  the  corresponding  officers  of  the  District 
or  local  society,  the  Conference  officers  are  expected  to  provide  postage 
for  same. 
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2.  A Committee  on  Journal  shall  be  appointed  to  approve  the  minutes 
of  the  Conference  session.  All  minutes  of  the  Conference  shall  be  signed 
by  the  president  and  the  recording  secretary. 

3.  Standing  Committees  shall  meet  for  organization  before  leaving 
the  seat  of  the  Conference.  Each  committee  shall  have  the  right  to  make 
its  own  quorum.  Expenses  for  an  annual  meeting  of  each  standing  com- 
mittee shall  be  allowed. 

4.  There  shall  be  a District  committee  to  visit  home  institutions  within 
the  bounds  of  the  District,  composed  of  the  District  treasurer,  and  the 
District  secretary  of  Supply  Work. 

5.  A typist  shall  be  supplied  at  the  annual  meeting  for  the  typing  of 
committee  reports,  expense  of  same  to  be  paid  by  the  Conference. 

6.  A half  hour  of  each  forenoon  during  the  annual  meeting  of  the 
Conference  shall  be  devoted  to  worship. 

7.  Each  District  Seminar  collection,  after  local  expenses  are  paid  shall 
be  turned  over  to  the  Conference  secretary  of  Missionary  Education  and 
Service  for  the  Seminar  Cultivation. 

8.  Representation  at  annual  meetings  of  the  Conference  shall  be  one 
delegate  for  each  hundred  members  or  major  fraction  thereof.  Each  society 
however  small,  shall  have  one  delegate. 

9.  The  hostess  society  for  the  annual  meeting  shall  provide  homes  for 
the  Conference  Executive  Committee,  and  delegates  from  societies  with ‘20 
members  or  less.  Hotel  accomodations  shall  be  arranged  for  delegates  from 
societies  with  more  than  20  members,  the  expense  to  be  paid  by  their 
society. 

10.  Thirty  days  before  the  Annual  Meeting  the  Conference  Recording 
secretary  shall  send  to  the  president  of  each  society  in  the  Conference 
registration  cards,  which  she  will  fill  in  the  names  of  the  delegates,  and 
with  check  covering  meals,  and  mail  immediately  to  the  chairman  of 
Registration  in  the  society  entertaining  the  Conference. 

11.  In  view  of  the  fact  that  letters  have  been  received  from  certain 
business  concerns  asking  the  Woman’s  Division  to  endorse  and  promote 
through  its  channels  their  plans  to  help  local  societies  of  Christian  Service 
to  make  profits  by  selling  their  products,  we  urge  a strong  statement  be  sent 
in  reply,  refusing  such  endorsement. 

12.  Since  the  Woman’s  Society  has  a definite  responsibility  for  the 
support  of  the  program  of  the  Woman’s  Division,  the  Louisiana  Conference 
wishes  to  point  out  that  it  is  not  the  responsibility  of  the  Woman’s  Society 
officers  at  the  Conference  or  District  level  to  seek  contributions  from 
Woman’s  Society’s  treasuries  for  the  support  of  projects  which  are  the  re- 
sponsibility of  the  Annual  Conference  or  the  District  of  the  church. 

STANDING  RULES  FOR  LOCAL  SOCIETIES 

1.  No  new  society  can  be  reported  until  a quarterly  report  has  been 
sent  to  the  District  treasurer  and  the  secretary  of  Promotion. 

2.  In  order  that  the  society  entertaining  the  annual  meeting  may  not 
be  deprived  of  the  benefits  of  the  meeting,  meals  shall  be  served  by  an 
outside  agency. 

3.  In  case  any  society  is  not  sending  a member  as  delegate  to  the 
annual  meeting  of  the  Woman’s  Society  of  Christian  Service  that  society 
may  elect  its  zone  leader  to  serve  in  that  capacity,  and  may  also  assist 
in  paying  her  expenses. 
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4.  One-fourth  of  the  membership  of  the  society  shall  constitute  a 

quorum  for  the  election  of  officers. 

5.  The  president  of  the  society  shall  be  responsible  for  the  calling 

of  an  Executive  meeting  the  last  of  each  quarter,  at  which  time,  the 
reports  should  be  made  out  and  mailed  to  the  District  officers. 

6.  The  treasurer  of  each  local  society  shall  send  a copy  of  the  total 

budget  to  the  District  treasurer  not  later  than  July  15. 

7.  The  secretary  of  Promotion  in  each  society  shall  send  the  Memorial 
Roll  to  the  secretary  of  Promotion  of  the  District  not  later  than  March  10. 

8.  Societies  having  the  Circle  plan  of  organization  shall  shift  the 
membership  of  circles  at  least  every  two  years. 

9.  A report  presenting  all  resolutions  and  plans  adopted  should  be  made 
by  the  delegates  at  the  first  meeting  of  the  society  after  the  Annual  Meeting 
of  the  Conference  Society. 

10.  All  monies  remaining  in  the  treasury  at  the  close  of  the  fiscal 
year,  except  those  designated  for  local  work,  shall  be  sent  to  the  Dis- 
trict treasurer  to  be  channeled  by  her  to  the  Conference  treasurer. 

11.  All  appeals  for  funds  outside  the  institutions  and  agencies  of  the 
Woman’s  Division  shall  be  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Finance  before 
being  presented  to  the  society. 

12.  District,  Conference  and  Jurisdiction  officers  shall  be  members  of 
the  Executive  Committee  of  their  local  societies.

MID-YEAR  EXECUTIVE  MEETING 

LOUISIANA  CONFERENCE 
WESLEYAN  SERVICE  GUILD 

November  19-20,  1955 
ALEXANDRIA,  LOUISIANA 

The  Executive  Committee  of  the  Louisiana  Conference,  Wesleyan  Serv- 
ice Guild  held  its  Mid-year  Board  Meeting  at  Edmary’s  Courts,  November 
19-20,  1955.  Members  present  were  Mrs.  Minza  Rabun,  Lillian  Kennedy, 
Emma  Kuntz,  Helen  Adams,  Grace  Lawson,  Mrs.  E.  E.  Roberts,  Marilynn 
Carter,  Arline  Tyler,  Sue  Batton,  Margaret  McGowan.  Mrs.  J.  H.  McSween, 
and  Jenibe  Westbrook.  Visitors  were  Mrs.  C.  E.  Adams,  Lake  Charles; 
Mrs.  Neva  Rye,  past  secretary  of  Alexandria  District;  and  Judge  Fannie  Burch. 

The  meeting  was  called  to  order  3:30  p.m.  Saturday  by  Mrs.  Rabun,  and 
Mrs.  McSween  was  asked  to  lead  the  group  in  prayer.  Mrs.  Rabun  appointed 
Mrs.  E.  E.  Roberts  to  send  cards  to  the  following  absent  members:  Mrs. 
E.  D.  Sweeney,  Mrs.  T.  D.  Guthrie,  Mary  Lucille  Napier,  Mrs.  Lee  Tidwell, 
Mrs.  Wideman  Watson,  Mrs.  A.  F.  Hanson,  and  Mrs.  C.  I.  Jones 

Mrs.  Rabun  called  for  the  minutes  of  the  last  meeting,  and  Margaret 
McGowan  moved  that  we  dispense  with  the  reading  of  the  minutes. 

The  district  secretaries,  and  Chairmen  of  Lines  of  Work  who  were 
present  gave  short  reports  on  their  work  for  the  past  quarter— copies  of  which 
are  attached.  Written  reports  from  Mrs.  Guthrie  and  Mrs.  Sweeney  were 
read;  also  a communication  from  Mrs.  C.  I.  Jones. 

Mrs.  McSween  reported  that  we  are  being  asked  to  send  only  $200 
to  Louisiana  Rural  Work  and  $100  to  Health  and  Nursing  at  Vicarabad, 
India  as  cash  for  Supply  Work  which  is  far  below  what  we  have  already 
contributed.  She  commended  our  giving  so  generously  to  supplies  but  showed 
us  the  need  for  raising  our  pledges  to  missions. 
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It  was  brought  out  that  extra  money  could  be  well  used  if  contributed 
to  the  Alcohol  Fund  since  many  have  not  paid  their  25c  per  capita. 

Through  Christian  Social  Relations  and  Local  Church  Activities  a 
discussion  was  led  by  chairman  Emma  Kuntz  about  the  qualifications  of  the 
candidates  in  the  coming  gubernatorial  election.  Miss  Kuntz  read  a report 
that  she  received  from  Dr.  Earl  H.  Hotalen  who  investigates  facts  con- 
cerning the  different  candidates.  It  was  suggested  that  we  as  Christian  women 
find  out  what  we  can  about  the  candidates  and  send  the  information  to  her. 
Miss  Kuntz  was  asked  to  send  out  a digest  of  any  reports  she  might  get.  It 
was  recommended  that  all  who  could,  attend  the  Seminar  on  CSR  & LCA 
at  St.  Mark’s  in  New  Orleans.  Margaret  McGowan  moved  that  Emma 
Kuntz  be  sent  as  our  delegates  to  the  Jurisdiction  Work  Shop  at  Dallas, 
Texas.  Motion  was  seconded  and  passed. 

The  meeting  recessed  a short  while  for  supper  and  was  called  to  order 
for  the  evening  session  by  Mrs.  Rabun  who  led  the  group  in  prayer  and 
meditation. 

Lillian  Kennedy  gave  a detailed  account  of  her  work  on  Guild  Times, 
reporting  that  there  are  still  not  enough  subscriptions  for  the  paper  to  be 
self-supporting.  Mrs.  Neva  Rye  suggested  that  there  be  a circulation 
manager— someone  near  Lillian— to  assist  Lillian  in  getting  out  Guild  Times. 
This  suggestion  met  with  the  approval  of  all;  however  it  was  decided  that 
we  wait  until  Spring  Conference  to  appoint  someone  for  this  job.  There  also 
was  a discussion  on  the  advisability  of  continuing  to  send  complimentary 
copies  of  Guild  Times  to  W.S.C.S.  officers.  It  was  decided  that  the  present 
schedule  would  be  followed  for  sending  out  Guild  Times  with  the  Exception 
of  the  January  issue. 

Mrs.  Rabun  gave  a report  on  efforts  made  and  being  made  to  have 
Dorothy  Dunbar  named  “Guild  Woman  of  the  Month”  in  the  Methodist 
Woman.  It  was  unanimously  agreed  that  we  keep  trying  to  accomplish  this. 

Mrs.  McSween  gave  a financial  report  and  commended  the  Guilds  highly 
on  their  first  quarter’s  report.  She  suggested  that  some  of  the  Guilds  might 
like  to  contribute  to  the  Marion  Lela  Norris  Scholarship  Fund  which  would 
increase  our  pledge  to  Missions. 

Mrs.  Rabun  said  that  she  would  like  for  the  group  to  drink  about  making 
a “Trip  With  a Mission”  to  see  the  Division  projects  in  the  Louisiana 
Conference. 

There  was  some  discussion  of  having  a Chairman  of  Supply,  but  for 
the  remainder  of  the  quadrennium  it  was  thought  that  there  is  a greater 
need  for  a Chairman  of  Membership.  Mrs.  Rabun  recommended  that  we 
also  have  a Chairman  of  Status  of  Women. 

The  tentative  date  for  Camp  Brewer  was  planned  for  the  2nd  or  3rd 
week-end  in  July. 

There  was  some  discussion  of  having  a jurisdiction  meeting  Friday 
night  at  the  Spring  Meeting.  No  decision  was  made  since  we  had  no  way 
of  knowing  if  any  of  the  Jurisdiction  officers  would  be  staying  over,  and 
no  directives  had  been  received  from  Miss  Gertie  Stiles. 

Mrs.  Rabun  announced  the  Program  Committee  for  Spring  Meeting 
as  follows:  Sue  Batton,  Chairman,  Mrs.  Guthrie  and  Mrs.  Roberts. 

Judge  Fannie  Burch  showed  picture  slides  taken  while  she  and  other 
Guild  members  were  on  their  Tour  of  Mexico.  After  the  pictures  the  group 
formed  a Friendship  circle  with  each  person  participating  and  then  retired 
for  the  night. 

After  having  breakfast  together  Sunday  morning  the  meeting  came  to 
order  again  with  the  group  sharing  their  favorite  scriptures.  Arline  Tyler 
led  the  group  in  prayer. 

There  was  a discussion  on  the  evaluations  of  the  Guild  Week-end.  Mrs. 
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Rabun  commended  Mrs.  Roberts  and  her  committee  on  the  handling  of  the 
registrations  and  requested  that  in  the  future  we  continue  to  show  office— if 
any  held— of  attending  delegates.  Margaret  McGowan  (Chairman),  Marilyn 
Carter,  and  Mrs.  Roberts  were  named  on  the  program  Committee  for  Guild 
Week-end.  Due  to  growth  of  Guild  Week-end  it  was  felt  by  the  group  that 
other  activities  should  be  planned  for  the  delegates  in  conjunction  with  the 
Spiritual  Life  Clinic  and  the  Hobbies  and  Crafts;  that  the  following  clinics 
be  added:  Presidents,  Program  Building,  CSR  & LCA,  and  Missionary  Edu- 
cation and  Service.
